Every effort must have been made 
to stop the train when the car was seen, be- 
cause after the collision occurred the engine 
came to a stop within five car-lengths and the 
train people sprang off to assist in the work 
of rescue. ~* 

Shortly after midnight the police found the 
crossing tower man and he was placed under 
arrest. The man was locked up with the 
driver and conductor of the car. He did not 
deny that the gates were up, and said that he 
had not time to drop them. 

* The gates were up, as they always are 
when trains are not passing.” said he. “I 
had not lowered them because I did not see 
the train approaching. This was because 
dense volumes of smoke were rolling across 
the tracks in front of the headlight and ia ad- 
vance of the train. When I noticed the head- 
light it was then too late to do anything, and 
I could not lower the gates in time to prevent 
the car starting across the track.”’ 

Andrew Clark, who was a passenger on the 
car, said: “I am sure the conductor went 
ahead to see if the track was clear, for I saw

RAN INTO AN OPEN SWITCH. 


Illinois Central Suburban Train 
Wrecked=—The Baggageman Hurt. 

The Illinois, Central suburban train for 
Harvey, which left the city at 8:35 in care 
of George Schaefer, conductor, ran into an 
open switch at Brookline, near Seventy-third 
street. 

The baggageman, F.C. Thornton, was se- 
verely injured, his right leg being crushed. 

The train reached Brookline just before 10 
o’clock and passed the station at a high rate 
of speed. 

By the glare of his headlight George Young, 
the engineer, saw that the switch was open. 
He applied brakes, but the train was running 
too fast to be stopped, and pluuging into the 
switch the engine and smoking car were 
thrown from the track and tipped over. Ihe 
two coaches making up the rest of the train 
did not entirely leave the track. 

Engineer Young and his fireman both 
sprang out from the cab and saved their lives, 
F. C. Thornton, the baggageman, was seated 
in the forward car and as it bounded along 
over the ties and finally rolled over he was 
caught between a trunk and the side of the 
car and his right leg was badly crushed. 

Over 100 passengers were on the train. 
They were thrown into consternation as they 
felt the violence of the shock. Many were 
‘thrown from their seats into the aisles, and 
for a moment the confusion was height- 
ened by the cries of terrified men and 
women. None were injured, however. 
Officer Michael Haggerty of the Grand Cross- 
ing station was not far from the crossing when 
the wreck occurred, and he hastened to 
a patrol-wagon. Police assistance 
was declined by the railroad officials, 
however. In the meantime Officer Hag- 
gerty was conducting a hasty investiga. 
tion of the cause of the wreck. He found 
that the switch that leads to what 1s known as

World’s Fair, had been .unlocked and left 
open. Thelock was found near the track. 
Who left it open is not known, but the rail- 
road officials say a complete investigation will 
be made. 

Engineer Young said: “I usually apply my 
brake before arriving attheswitch in order to 
stop ana take water at Grand Crossing. Tonight 
the switch lights were set right and the signal 
was for me to go ahead. The first that I 
knew anything was wrong was when my en- 
gine struck the siding, careened to one side, 
and fell into the ditch. It all happened very 
suddenly, but I had time to jump and save 
sy life.’’ 

Standing on the rear platform was H. C. 
Thorn, a brakeman. He said: “The mo- 
ment that the accident occurred I foresaw that 
a collision might occur between our train 
and a switch engine that was following close

WILL OPPOSE HYGEIA. 


ITS PIPE ORDINANCE TO BE FOUGHT 
IN THE OOUNOIL. 


A Minority Report Recommending That 
It Be Placed on File Results in Defer- 
ring the Contest to Next Monday Night 
—Promoter Keep and His Associates 
Believed to Be Trying to Fix Up a 
Trust—They Are Endeavoring to Buy 


Waukesha Springs. 

Ald. Madden and several other members of 
the Committee on Fire and Water made a 
minority report to the Council last evening 
recommending that the ordinance of the 
Waukesha Hygeia Mineral Spring company 
be placed on file. The report was made by 
Ald. Tripp when the majority report recom- 
mending the passage of the ordinance came 
up for discussion. Ald. Kent wanted the 
Council to concur in the report of the minor- 
ity. 
“‘ Make the matter a special order for next 
Monday night,” said Ald. Tripp, when he 
handed in his report. 

**We wight as well fight the matter now,” 
added Ald. Kent. “This ordinanceis one of 
the most dangerous that has come before the 
Council for passage. We understand it and 
there’s no use in deferring action.”’ 

“‘T move that the reports be deferred under 
the charter provision,” interrupted Ald. Mur- 
phy. 

““T move to file it,” said Ald, Kent. “Call 
the roll.” 

‘* While the Chairman is heartily in sym- 
pathy with Ald. Kent,” said Ald. Swift, ““ he 
will have to order the report deferred under 
the charter. Does Ald, Murphy insist on that 
motion?’ he inquired. ; 

“1 do,” replied the Alderman, 

“‘ The report will be deferred and published 
then,’”’ ruled the Chairman. 

Ald. Tripp insisted on his special order, and 
the ordinance will come up for consideration 
at the next meeting. A protest against the 
ordinance signed by T. C, Pound was pre- 
sented. 

“There is no doubt but the ordinance will 
be filed at the next meeting,” said a leading 
member of the Council after the adjournment. 


MUST HAVE MORE SPRINGS. 


The Hygeia Company Trying to Form a 
“ Waukesha Trust "—Facts and Figures. 
How will the McElroy-Jarvis-Conkin com- 

bination fill its Chicago pipe line? 

This is the question which is exciting the in- 
terest of Waukesha water experts in view of 
recent developments. The contract for the 
construction cf the line to the World’s Fair 
grounds cails fora6‘z-inch steel pipe lined 
with a California asphalt dip. The singular 
fact has been noted that while capacity has 
been provided in the pipe line for a six-inch 
stream the water supply in the Hygeia pavil- 
ion comes up through a. four-inch aper- 
ture in ai false bottom placed in 
the spring. To make matters worse, 
the Wisconsin Water company, an auxiliary 
of the Hygeia company, is preparing to pipe 
water to Milwaukee. It is rumored that a 
number of other cities are also to be supplied 
by pipe lines. The Hygeia company in addi- 
tion proposes to do an extensive bottling and 
shipping business at Waukesha proper. The 
question asto where the water supply is to 
come from becomes all the more interesting 
when the McElroy-Jarvis-Conkin people, with 
an unfinished pipe line on their hands, come 
before the Chicago City Council and ask for a 
franchise to allow them to lay in the streets 
and alleys mains twel neni Kies ; 
‘which are in turn” to ‘Be connected with the 
Waukesha trunk line. 

The average wan would at once jump to the 
conclusion that Lake Michigan would be 
called om 0 supply any deficiency on the part 
of the Hygeia springs and that an important 
feature of the pipe line would be an under- 
ground sm some point on the lake shore, 
but it wo difficult to build and main- 
tain such a line secretly. 

of a Water Trust. 


A scheme, however, more to the taste of 
these reckless promoters and financiers would 
be a Waukesha water trust, and it seems more 
than likely that just such atrust is in process 
of incubation. While the Hygeia spring might 
not be sufficient to supply all needs, a 
combination of all the springs at Waukesha 
could furnish a practically exhaustiess supply. 
The McElroy-Jarvis-Conkin-Keep combina- 
tion began by purchasing the Hygeia spring. 
It has since bought the Glen spring property, 
which adjoins the Hygeia, and has also made 
extensive purchases of spring preperties out- 
side village limite, 

In regard to the latter purchages little in- 
formation is given out. ‘the owners of near- 
ly all the other important spring properties 
have been approached and sounded as to their 
willingness to sell out. The scheme evidently 
is to form a heavily capitalized trust or com- 
bination, which will control the output of all 
the important spring properties. 

J. E. McElroy refused to commit himself 
on the trust question yesterday, and simply 
said that a combination as outlined would pay 
well on a capital of $5,000,000, Just about this 
capitalization would probably be authorized 
by the Jarvis-Conkin company, as those posted 
on the matter say it would be certainly natural 


well watered. 
How Pipe Lines Are Capitalized. 


To start with, the Hygeia company, with its 
pipe line and holdings, is stocked at $2,000,- 
000 and bonded at $1,000,000. Adjoining the 
Hygeia and Glen springs, which are well up 
the river to the south, is the Bethesda spring. 
This isthe *‘ Long ”’ Jones spring, and at pres- 
ent it is capitalized at $200,000. No one knows 
just what the stock is held at, and the spring 
would be taken into tne trust more for the 
prestige it would carry than for the amount 
of its output. “ Long” Jones’ change ot 
front toward James E. McElroy since the 
night in which he trained the town howitzers 
on the Hygeia leader 1s taken as evidence by 
Mr. Jones’ neighbors that he has been seduced 
from his position as *‘ Defender of Waukesha”’ 
by overtures on the part of the trust. 

About half a mile northwest along the river 
is the White Rock spring, owned by Gale & 
Biocki, and capitalized at $200,000. The 
Silurian, just east, is capitalized at $200,000. 
The Arcadian spring is another one which is 
being considered by the trust. With a com- 
bination of the Hygeia, Glen, Bethesda, 
Silurian, and White Roek springs the trust 
would control most of the well-ad- 
vertised water product of Waukesha, 
and would have that village by the 
throat. There are, of course, other spring 
properties which have more or less value, but 
which would not be needed at present by the 
trust. The product of the .Clismic, for exam- 
ple, which is one of the most easterly of the 
spring group, is sold exclusively in New York, 

The outside springs would really have but 
little chance for existence against a trust with 
all the more important springs and a number 
of pipe lines. Probably there is no way of 
absolutely cornering the water supply of 
Waukesha, but the trust could make things as 
interesting for outsiders as the two English- 
American brewing companies have for the in- 
dependent breweries. 

Sp-‘ing-Owners Loath to Talk. 

The different spring-owners were unwilling 
to discuss the trust question yesterday. Mr, 
Gale of Gale & Blocki was something of an 
exception in this respect. 

“We have been approached from time to 
time regarding a sale of the White Rock 
spring, Wut no definite arrangements have 
been made,” said he. “At any rate, we know 
nothing of itat thisend. The fact is, how- 


ever, the Hygeia company is forced to 


that the stock of a water company~ would be 


make some move of this kind. 
Jarvis and Conkin have been putting other 
people’s money into the scheme and will have 
to make a turn of some kind. If they had put 
in their own money they might lie down, but 
under the present circumstances they have to 
goon. They have not got into Waukesha by 
a good way, and I don’t see how they are go- 
ing to get there. Even if they should get a 
franchise, 1do not think the Hygeia spring 
has sufficient output for the pipe line. 
We ‘will not ~- go imgjo-—f'ds samy = =Ss com. 
bination with a pipeline project 
of which we know nothing, but 
we will sell out if weare paid enough. The 
purchase of our spring would give the Hygeia 
company immediate relief. It is just outside 
the limits of Waukesha and could be tapped 
by the Hygeia people even if the town author. 
ities continue to stand.out againstthem. Mc. 
Elroy has answered all questions as to the 
Hygeia project with, ‘ Let us get the pipe 
line down and we’li get water enough.’ , 

“The plan is feasible enough, although 
rival companies might spring up. It would 
take considerable nerve, though, to go up 
against a $4,000,000 or $5,000,000 corporation 
contrelling the springs Which have made 
Waukesha famous.”’ 


BIG STAKES FOR SPEEDY TROTTERS, 


Northwestern Breeders Sécure Dates for a 
Meeting at Washington Park. 

From Sept. 4 to 16 next Chicago will be the 
scene of unquestionably the greatest trotting 
meeting ever held. These are the dates se- 
lected by the Northwestern Breeders’ Associa- 
tion for its annual meeting, 

The meetings in previous years have been 
held in August, but this season 1t was thought 
best, if possible, to avoid all conflict of dates 
so that the entire atéention of the 
trotting world could be centered 
here. The grand circuit ends with Hartford 
before the Northwestern meeting begins. For- 
merly the local meeting has conflicted with 
some meeting in the grand €ircuit. 

While the program for the local meeting 
has not been drawn up the plans for it have 
been discussed and agreed on. The amount 
of money hung up will not be iess than $100,- 
000. One feature of the meeting will bea 
novelty race for a big purse, which 1s expect- 
ed to draw out an entry of the fastest horses 
in the country. Under its conditions the win- 
ner of the first heat will take first money and 
be sent to the stable. Then the winner of the 
second heat wiil secure second money and go 
to the stable. This will be kept up until the 
four moneys have been won, 

This is only one of the many novelties to be 
introduced. There seems to be a prevailing 
opinion in the association that dash races will 
prove popular with the rank and file of visitors 
to the Fair and the program will have a plen- 
tiful sprinkling of them at various distances. 
The feature of the meeting will probably be 
the race for stallions and @ is expected that 
Stam boul and Tremlin will? meet for the first 
time here. These, with Nelson and Allerton, 
whom Williams has commented jogging again, 
should produce a sensational race. 

Ihe Breeders cannot rea¢gh out for inter- 
national attractions, because the foreign trot- 
ter is so vastly inferior to American prod- 
uct from aspeed standpoint that the home 
entries could not be brought back to it. 

The Breeders’ meeting at .the park will fol- 
low the display of horses under the direction 
of the World’s Fair. The horse show at the 
Fair wilhcommence Aug. 21 and last fora 
month. Some time ago W. L Buchanan, Chief 
of the Department of Agriculture and Chief 
of the Live-Stock Department, approached 
President Wheeler of the Washington Park 
club with a view to securing the grounds to 
display the speed of the entries to the exhibit.

RECONCILED BY THEIR CHILD’S DEATH. 


The Case of Melville T. Horine Against 
Patti’s Nephew Is Dismissed, 

The case of Melville T. Horine against Al- 
fred harrili, nephew of Adelina Patti, for 
$50,000 for alleged alienation of affections was 
dismissed in Kansas City yesterday. Mr. and 
Mrs. Horine are now together in this city, and 
the diva’s relative and his wife havo also be- 
come reconciled in Kansas City. 

The celebrated suit began last April, and 
was announced in Taz Trrpune at that time. 
Mr. and Mrs. Horine were reconciled by the 
death of their young child, who had been 
making its home with tts father in Kansas 
City since their separation. 

Mr. Horine, who is a member of the Stock- 
Yards firm of Horine Bros. & Co., was at first 
almost broken-hearted. He was astounded, 
then saddened, and then enraged. He sought 
refuge in Mme. Patti, who was then at the 
Auditorium in Chicago. He went to her 
apartments, accompanied by an attorney, and 
demanded that the diva du something to alle- 
viate the intense suffering in the heart of the 
wronged husband. 

A telegram was at once sent to Kansas City 
to the professor peremptorily commanding 
hirn to come post haste to Chicago. The next 
day Barrili appeared in the lobby of the Audi- 
toriur®, waiting to be ushered into the apart- 
ments of his famous kinswoman and speculat- 
ing upon what she might want, of him. He 
found his aunt in a towering rage and he 
trembled as she in unbiased words told 
him that she knew his guilt and 
gave her opinion of his conduct. Her eyes 
snapped fire as she threatened him with disin- 
heritance unless he at once restored Mr. 
Horine’s wife to hin. Patti’s legacy had been 
a cherished thought to Barrili, and he prom- 
ised to comply with her request.

QUIT MAKING LAMPS. | 


SUNBEAM AND ILLINOIS ELECTRIO 
PAOTORIES SHUT DOWN. 


Nu More Incandescent Bulbs Will Be Man- 
ufavttured Until Judge Grosscup Passes 
on the Validity of the Edison Patents— 
How Infringements Have Been Fought 
— Westinghouse Péople Claim to Have a 
New Lamp Which Is Cheaper and Bet- 
ter than the Old One, 


The Sunbeam and the Illinois Electric Light 
companies, manufacturers of incandescent 
lamps, shut down their factories yesterday 
and will not resume operations until after 
Saturday, and only then in the event that they 
beat the Edison company’s injunction § suit 
against them for infrmgement of patent. 
Judge Grosscup issued an order Saturday re- 
straining them from shipping the bulbs, but 
they evidently thought it best to quit alto- 
gether until a decision as to their rights in the 
Case had been rendered. So at noon the 200 
men employed in the Sunbeam factory on 
Ugden avenue were told to go home, and the 
100 employés in the Iilinois establishment 
on South Canal street received similar notice. 
At the Sunbeam works Mr. Cameron, the 
manager and President, ordered that the 
names and addresses of the employés be 
taken that they might be quickly placed at 
work again, if advisable, and then he left on 
the first train for New York to confer with 
stockholders and secure more legal counsel. 
Expert workmen were at once put at work by 
the Sunbeam people to contrive a lamp which 
could ir no way be construed to interfere with 
the patents of the Edigon folks. 

Samuel Insull, President of the Chicago 
Edison company, said: “ Since 1882 the Ed- 
ison people, under whose patents we operate, 
have been fighting these infringements. The 
first decision was rendered last December 
against the United States Lighting company 
of New York, when its works—practically 
owned by the Westinghouse people—were 
closed. This litigation cost our people 
$1,000,000, 

Must Take the Consequences. 

“The Sawyer-Man company of New York, 
which manufactured 10,000 lamps a day, was 
closed by injuhction last month. This suit, 
tried in the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York, is the one on which the 
Edison company relied. A clause in the de- 
cision said: , : 

‘* Every one of the manufacturing gorporations, 
the competitors of the Edison companies, com- 
menced their operations with a knowledge-of the 
existence of the patent in suit. They were con- 
trolied by businese-men of intelligence and ex- 
perience. Their promoters and managers may 
have believed, and probably did, that the patent 
could not be successfully maintained. But they 
entered upon the business with an understanding 
of its risks, and of the consequences which would 
befall them as infringers if the patent should be 
sustained. None of them can now be justly 
heard to say that an injunction, which is essen- 
tial, if not indispensable, to the protection of the 
owners of the patent and their licensees, ought not 
to be granted because of the great pecuniary loss 
which may result. If in consequence of being 
deprived of the use of the lamps their invest- 
ments in other electric aes be greatly 
depreciated they must e the consequences. 

“The Westinghouse Electric Manufactur- 
ing company of Pittsburg has been enjoined, 
the works of the Mather Electric company of 
Manchester, Conn., have been closed, and the 
Perkins Lamp company is now under a4 re- 
straining order. Today proceedings were 
commenced against the Columbig Incandes- 
cent Lamp conipany of St. Louis. The Sun- 
eoinpany of Chicago —— pet, in- 
| dep | next Sawyer- in 
the United States.” It turied‘out daily 
5,000 lam ps. 

Have a New and Cheaper Lamp. 

As soon as the decisions were made against 
the companies, practically branches of the 
Westinghouse company, it called in inventors 
and workmen and made another lainp, which 
it claims does not infringe on the Edison, and 
which they will be able tosell at two-thirds 
the price asked for the Edison lamp.. Bhe 
lamp will be put on the market by the,thou- 
sands within a week. It is made in separable 
parts, so that the carbon burners may be fe- 
placed and the glass bulb used repeatedly. 
The carbon burners will be preserved by an 
attenuated atmosrhere of nitrogen and their 
candle power maintained more nearly con- 
stant than heretofore by means of a recent 
important discovery. 

Some odd entanglements will grow out of 
the electrical situation. The Thomson-Hous- 
ton Electric company when it combined with 
the Edison company had a contract with tne 
Westinghouse people to divide the expenses 
of defending all suite brought against them as 
to the use of carbon brushes. The contract 
provided that of such costs the Thomson- 
Houston should pay two-thirds and the West- 
inghouse one-third. By the partnership con- 
tract of the Edison and the Thomson-Houston 
the former 1s to bear half the expenses in all 
suits against the combined company. 
Now the Edison company is_ about 
to bring a suit for the use of 
those carbon brushes. The result will be that 
each of the three companies will be compelled 
to pay one-third of the expenses of the de- 
fense. 

Another thing from which complications 
are liable to arise is the fact that prior to the 
combine the Edison and the Thomson-Hous- 
ton firms granted exclusive privileges to dif- 
ferent private firins in the same cities. After 
the combination these private firms, almost 
invariably rivals, have clung to those privi- 
leges and great trouble is being experienced in 
unraveling the difficulty. 

If Judge Grosscup makes the injunction 
permanent and closes the Sunbeam and IIli- 
nois companies’ factories the Westinghouse 
people, it is said, will at once dump on the 
market their new lamp. They have a factory 
ready to turn out 20,000 lamps daily, and as the 
Westinghouse is tne largest company, and the 
Sunbeam the largest present working factory 
outside the trust—as the Edison, Thomson- 
Houston people are termed—the electrical war 
will then begin in earnest. It is probable that the 
independent firms will then unite against the 


trust.

The Canal Commissioners 
have now applied to Attorney-General Mo- 
loney. He will give them a hearing at his 
office Tuesday of next week and has invited 
them all to be on hand.

THEY MEET IN PEACE. 


THE DUAL HOUSES IN KANSAS HOLD 
A JOINT OONFERENOE, 


Committee Appointed to Form a Pian of 
Compromise—Both Sides Manifest a 
Conciliatory Disposition—Gov. Lewel- 
ling Gives a Wide Berth to Committees 
Bearing the Protests of Mass-Meetings— 
The Senatorial Contest Is On in Nebras- 
ka—No More Time to Be Wasted. 


Torexa, Kas., Jan. 16.—[Special. }—Com- 
mittees appointed by mass-meetings held in 
different parts of the State Saturday night 
have been seeking audiences today with Gov. 
Lewelling to urge him to recede from his po- 
sition and recognize the Republican instead 
of the Populist House erganization. None of 
them has received any encouragement and 
few succeeded in gaining admission to the Ex- 
ecutive chambers, Theodore Paehler, a Dem- 
ocrat and ex-Mayor of Lawrence, headed a 
committee from Douglas County. He ap- 
peared with his committee in the Govern- 
or’s office this morning armed _ with 
a set of resolutions adopted at 
Saturday night’s #mass-meeting. Gov. 
Lewelling’s private secretary, Fred J. Close, 
received the committee, and after looking 
over the resolutions advised Mr, Paehler to 
return home and present them to members of 
his own party. The Lawrence committee 
was not given an opportutity to see the Gov- 
ernor. A mass-meeting held at McPherson 
Saturday night appointed a committee, of 
which J. T. Smith, Chairman of the Populist 
County Central committee, was made Chair- 
man,tv come to Topeka for the purpose of 
advising H. Helmstrom, a Populist, who was 
defeated at the election and who is acting aa a 
mem ber of the Populist House, to return home. 
The committee found Heimstrom and he was 
ready to go home with them, and would have 
gone had not a Populist committee interfered 
and informed Mr. Helmstrom and the Mc- 
Pherson County committee that he must stay 
until matters are settled, White of Morris 
County, who has refused to answer the Popu- 
hst roll-call, has gone home and says he will 
not return until the Legislature is ready to 
take testimon y in his contest case. 

The Senate and dual Houses met this after- 
noon, The Populist majority in the 
Senate took an aggressive posi- 
tion and whenever anything came up 
relative to the House muddle the President 
arbitrarily declined to recognize a Rey ublican 
or entertain a motion made on the Republican 
side. In the dual House sixty-six persons 
answered to the roll-call on each side. Each 
organization adopted a concurrent resolution 
providing for a joint session of the House and 
Senate tomorrow to take a ballot for State 
Printer. After this business was transacted a 
recess was taken and W. H. Whittington, a 
Populist, was elected Chairman of the com- 
bined Houses, the object being to take some 
steps looking to an adjustment of 
the differences. On taking the chair 
he said: ‘** This is the first time for several 
days you have had one mah occupying the 
chair. Iam much gratified that the feeling 
among you seems to be changing so that the 
members are ready to talk matters over in a 
calm and sensible manner. In presiding over 
this meeting it will be my endeavor to treat 
the memberg of each side with utmost fair- 
ness.”’ Mr. Waters, a Popzlist, moved that a 
committee of three from each side be appoint- 
ed to draft resolutions providing for a final 
organization of the House which would be 
satisfactory to both sides. The motion pre- 
vailed. The committees were appointed, and 
after both Houses were cailed to order both 
took a recess until evening. 

The conference committee made no report 
when the House reconvened tonight. The 
Populists nominated E,. H. Snow, the present 
incumbent, for State Printer, and the Repub- 
licans George W. Crang of Topeka. 


GETTING READY FOR TBHE BATTLE, 


The Preliminary Skirmish in tre Nebraska 
Senatorial Contest Will Be On Today, 
Lixcotn, Neb., Jan. 16.—[Special. |—Each 

House will take a vote tomorrow at noon on 

the election of a United States Senator to suc- 

ceed Algernon S. Paddock, whose term of 
office expires March 4 next, but there will be 
no election. The only thing that has been 
definitely settled 1s the question of which 
officer, the Lieutenant-Governor or the 
Speaker, shall preside over the work 
of the joint sessions. This question 
has been hanging fire for some 
time and was the cause of the deadlock dur- 
ing the first week of the session. The Senate

This action was certified to the House and 

there promptly tabled. But this afterncon 

Representative Caper, a Democrat with a 

strong Populist leaning, suggested that the 

matter should be settled, as the people of the 

State would not iook with favor on another 

deadlock. He therefore moved that the mat- 

ter be taken from the table, which was done, 

Representative Watson then moved that the 

House concur in the action of the Senate, 

which, after a hard fought struggle, was 

adopted by a vote of 47 to 45, most of the 

Democrats voting with the Republicans. 

The Democrats hold the balance of power 
and are going to play it for all it is worth. 
The House Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions is hulding a session tonight. At one 
time it was virtually agreed between the Dem- 
ocrats and Populists that the Republican 
members whose seats are contested should be 
ousted, regardless of the evidence presented. 
But it is believed that this program has been 
abandoned, as the scheme leaked out and 
caused much unfavorable comment. 

The struggle promises to be a long one, and 
before the final vote is faken the House may 
have time to unseat the Republican contestees 
if the members so decide. 

The friends of John H. Powers are endeav- 
oring to secure for him the nomination from 
the Populist caucus, They had a preliminary 
meeting Saturday night and counted their 
strength to be about twenty-five or 
thirty. Representatives Porter and Stevens, 
two of the leading Powers men in the House, 
said today that they expected Powers to be 
the caucus nominee. The Populist, Repub- 
lican, and Democratic caucuses held tonight 
will accomplish nothing and tomorrow will 
see a general free-for-all vote, in which many 
prominent men of the State of all parties will 
be complimented. It will) be only a prelim- 
inary skirmish, in which all the combatants 
in the three-cornered duel will fall back as 
soon as the shots are fired. Tomorrow night, 
however, the caucusing will begin in dead 
earnest.

The North Dakota Populists Make Muir 
Their Candidate—Republicans Divided.

MASON ARRESTED FOR COLE'S MURDER. 


HisiWife Is Said to Have Implicated Her 
“Husband in a Confession. 

Hastinos, Neb., Jan. 16.—) Special. ]—Dep- 
uty Sheriff R. A. Boyd went before Justice A. 
S. Rohrer this afternoon and swore out a 
complaint against Edward W. Mason, alleging 
that he aided and abetted Anna B, Mason, his 
wife, in the murder of Delavan 3S. Cole, a 
wealthy pioneer, on the night of Aug. 1 last. 
Mason was arrested at his farm a couple of 
miles from the city. He was brought to che 
city and his preliminary examination was con- 
tinued until Wednesday next. Inthe mean- 
time he will remain in the county jail, occupy- 
ing acell so situated thatconversatior with his 
wife is impossible, 

All kinds of rumors are afloat, The most 
plausible solution is that Mrs. Mason, inspired 
by adesire for revenge for her husband’s 
action in bringing suit for divorce, has made 
a confession that she was present when Cole 
was shot and saw her husband dothe deed. 
By turning State’s evidence she hopes to 
escape with u light penalty, while she can lay 
the heavier punishment on Edward W, Mason, 
her husband. Testimony corroborative of this 
reached Tue Trisung correspondent last 
night. A man formerly employed by Mason 
as a hired man on his farm, three miles from 
the city, says that on the night of the shooting 
Mason borrowed a revolver from him, The 
next morning it was returned, thoroughly 
cleaned. 

Another theory is that the woman is insane. 
Gen. Bowen, her attorney, says that granting 
that a confession was made it is of no value. 
Mrs. Mason, he says, has been as mad as a 
March hare for a year past. Certainly she 
has been acting queerly since Mason applied 
for a divorce a fortnight ago. The crime has 
always been enshrouded in mystery. The 
morning of Aug. 2 Cole was found lying stone 
dead in a shanty two or three blocks from his 
home, shot in the head. No signs of a strug- 
gle were noticed, and although the floor was 
profusely covered with blood no traces were 
discovered outside of the building. Apparent- 
ly he was shot as he entered by sume one 
standing behind the half-opened rear door.

Strong Testimony in the Homestead Case, 
PirTsBurG, Pa., Jan. 16.—The principal wit- 
ness in the Homestead poisoning case today was 
Patrick Gallagher, the cook upon whose confes- 
sion the charges of poisoning were made, Galla- 
gher’s testimony implicated the cooks Beatty and 
Davidson and the defendant, Hugh Dempsey, 
Master Workman of the Knights of Labor.

| Fourteen Years’ Imprisonment. 

The trialof Andrew Andersen, charged with 
the murder of his wife Annie, was concluded 
yesterday in Judge Dunne’s court, the hearing 
having occupied nearly a week. Andersen 
was found guilty of murder and the punish- 
ment was fixed at fourteen years’ imprison- 
ment. The court concluded its instructions 
to the jury at 4 o’clock. The jury returned at 
5 o0’clock.

Andersen, who is a carpenter, lived with his 
wife at No. 173 Oak street.

went up to the fourth floor. Finding his wife 
in her bedroom he seized a revolver and 
threatened her life.

ITS RIGOR IS BROKEN. 


WEATHER LIKELY TO BE MILDER 
FOR AT LEAST TWO DAYS. 


That, However, Is All the Prophet of the 
Auditorium Is Willing to Promise— 
Hope from Winnipeg of an Unusual 
Nature—Comparative Table of Temper- 
atures for the First Sixteen Days of 
This Month — Widespread Suffering 
Caused Among the Poor. 

Last night at 11 o’clock the mercury was 
playing hide and seek with the zero mark, and 
the Agricultural Department took the red 
flannel bandages off its official thermometers 
up in the Auditorium tower and heaved a sigh 
of relief. 

“It’s the first time in four days,’”’ said Ob- 
server Emory, “that she’s been above Zero. 
Tomorrow she'll goup to 10 or 12 above. 
We’ll not have.any more ice-age weather for 
fortyteight bours at least.’’ 

** Due,”’ he said, * to all this cold weather.” 

The record of temperatures for the present 
month show that so far January has fallen 
disgracefully behind its predecessors of the 
last twenty years. If the reputation of Chica- 
go as the great banana belt of the Northwest 
is to be maintained the Agricultural Depart- 
ment will be forced to use heroic measures, 
In the table below the first column shows the 
highest temperature foreach of the first six- 
teen days of January, the second the lowest, 
the third the average, and the fourth the nor- 
mal, based on the recorded temperatures for 
the same day of the month for the last twenty 
years:

The table shows that 1893 has started in at 
a very swift gait. Itis already 25.6 degrees 
below the normal in temperature. 

Observer Emory could find only one thing 
on his weather map last night which was at 
all comforting. That was asmall pink pen- 
insula projecting down in the Umited States 
from the region of Winnipeg. Outof Winni- 
peg usually come blizzards, but this small pink 
excrescence is hailed as the harbinger of 
warmer days. “It is an area of high 
barometer,” »said Mr. Emory, ‘“‘and if it 
reaches us it will cut down the coal bills. 
There is nothing sure though about its coming 
thie way. It may shift around and go sailing 
down into New Mexico, or it may change its 
mind and turn back into Canada.”’ 

The reports received last night show that 
the cold snap is still widespread, and that 
Chicago is in the center of it. At At- 
lanta, Ga., the mercury was still 6° 
below the freezing point, and at Helena, 
Mont., it was only 6° lower. On 
the far coast of Maine the thermometer stood 
at 20° above zero and at Santa Fé, N. M., it 
was just at the freezing point.

SCARCITY OF WATER REPORTED. 


City Engineer Geraldine Says It Is Due to 
Waste by Users. 


The clerks in the Water Office are having | 


the saine trouble as was experienced in the 
hottest days of last summer, when a water 
famine was threatened in all parts of the city. 
This time the same kind of a famine is feared, 
but with not as widespread resuits. 

Complaints from ali parts of the city have 
been made at the office and forwarded to the 
new City Engineer, Dion Geraldine. These 
are most numerous from the West Side and 
from Lake View, although many reports from 
all parts of the city show scarcity of water in 
all flats above the first floors. 

The City Engineer explained the situation 
yesterday fifteen minutes after he had as- 
sumed the duties of that office. He said: 

“The cold weather is the cause of the com- 
plaints. It is customary for people to let the 
water run all the time to prevent the pipes 
freezing and that prevents the water reaching 
the upper flats. ‘he pressure is reported 
to be as heavy as possible at all the en- 
gine stations, and these complaints are 
due not to the department, but to the waste 
of water by the people. As soon as the cold 
weather leaves the complaints will cease.” 

From another official in the City Engineer’s 
office rt was learned that assistance had been 
asked by the engineers at the crib as the ice 
was crowding around there and threatened 
damage. An attempt was made to send a tug 
out, but it was unsuccessful on account of 
heavy ice in the river. 


TWO COURT ROOMS LIKE ICE-BOXES, 


Judges Kettelle and Hutchinson Adjourn 
Because of the Frigid Atmosphere.

SEVERAL TOWNS SHORT OF COAL. 


Suffering in Many Is Reported—People Cut- 
ting Up Fence Rails, 


Bioomineton, Jil, Jan. 16.—[Special.}— 
The scarcity of soft coal in this section of 
Illinois is growing more Serious and alarming. 
THe cold is as intense as ever, the mercury 
being at zero again tonight and the prospects 
are that the cold will continue some days. 
Not a town within a radius of tifty miles, ex- 
cept the few that have coal shafts, has a suffi- 
cient supply of coal, and a number of people 
are suffering for fuel. At Heyworth Saturday 
there was not a pound of coal to be had 
and several families had no fire all day, 
while others . cut up_ rails, fence 
boards, and boxes and burned them, At 6 p. 
m. a car load of coal was received, and in a 
few minutes it had been distributed all over 
town, chiefly in bucketsful and wheelbarrow 
loads. The towns on the Lake Erie and West- 
ern railway are suffering the most. There are 
few coalshafts on that road and the railway 
cannot get enough of coal to fire its locomo- 
tives. It is all the Bloomington mine can do 
to supply the city, and has none of the product 
to spare. The coal mine operators and the 
coal dealers are flooded with letters and tele- 
grams begging for fuel which they are unable 
to supply. 

Prrrsaure, Pa., Jan. 16.—There is danger of a 
coal famine, coused by the freezing of the rivers 
and the strike of the miners. The supply on hand 
in the twa cities is nearly exhausts 
are rapidly advancing. Many families are unable 
to obtair fuel, and one large iron plant, Lindsay 
& McCutcheon in Allegheny, employing 600 men 
was compelled to close down today on account of 
the small supply of coal. 


Chattanooga Without Water. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 16. — [Special. ]— 
Chattanoogo is without a drop of water, At mid- 
night the Water company’s supply gave out ow- 
ing to the freezing of the river and the water in 
the section pipes. Every business house, factory, 
newspaper, and residence is affected by the dam- 
age. The electric lights went out last night and 
the city was pitch dark. In case of fire nota 
drop of water could be secured for work. The 
situation is critical. 


Frozen to Death in South Carolina. 

Cuarueston, 8S. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—The 
unprecedented cold weather here has caused the 
most intense suffering among voor and rich alike, 
The peculiar construction of the houses renders 
them almost incapable of being heated with a 
temperature below 30°. Today the mercury went 
down to 22°. Benjamin Lamb, a street-car 
driver, is the first victim of the cold. He was 
frozen Friday night after finishing his day’s work 
and died this morning. 


Two Men Frozen to Death. 

Vernon, O., Jan. 16.—John Toothman and his 
stepson, Williain Stogdale, of Buckeye City, east 
of Mount Vernon, were frozen to death while on 
their way home in the terrible blizzard which pre- 
vailed here last Wednesday night.

The regular meeting of the Public School

A communication from the Noble School Furni- 
ture company stated that the specifications were 
tao complicated for them to bid on and advised 
the committee “to award the contract to the 
mgnent bidder and tender him their sympathy.”’ 

The daney School Furniture company’s bid was 
the lowest and the committee voted to recom- 
mend the board to award the contract to it. 
Its bid was: First grade, $2.10: second, $2.05; 
third, $2; fourth, $1.95; fifth, $1.90; sixth, $1.85.

BYRNES FOR REFORM. 


| NEW YORK’S POLIOE SUPERINTEND- 


ENT ON HIS METTLE, 


He Charges That Gamblers in Inspector 
Williams’ Precinct Were Given a Tip 
That Raids Were to Be Made—The In- 
spectors Charged with Neglect of Duty 
Are Let Off Easy and the Captains Are 
Reprimanded—General News of the Me- 
tropol) is, 

_ New Yorx, Jan. 16.—[Special.]—For the 
first time in the history of the New York 
Police Department an Inspector was today 
placed on trial for alleged neglect of duty. 
This was rendered particularly interesting in 
view of the fact that the Inspector cited to 
answer to the charge was no less a personage 
than Alexander S. Williams, 

It is more than seven years since Alexander 
S. Williams was before the Commiasioners on 
charges. His last appearance was when he 
was Captain of the thea Twenty-ninth Pre- 
cinct, and 1t was substantially for a similar 
alleged charge of neglectingto suppress gam- 
bling and other disreputable resorts that Supt. 
Byrnes today appeared against him and his 
fellow Inspector, McAvoy, and Capts. Stephen- 
son, Doherty, anda Westervelt. 

The accused Inspectors and Captains have 
not been guilty of any new offense. They 
have tolerated vice and crime for years. They 
were tolerating vice and crime when the 
Superintendent expressed his satisfaction with 
them to Dr. Parkhurst. Not the least in- 
teresting feature of the case is the mystery 
surrounding Mr. Byrnes’ motive in making 
these charges. 

The public challenges with much incredulity 
Mr. Byrnes’ assertion that he is actuated 
solely by a desire to inculcate discipline. 
After hearing the testimony the Commisaion- 
ers decided that the charges against McAvoy 
and Williams were true. They resolved, how- 
ever, that as their inspection lists covered large 
territories and they had, therefore, to 
rely on the reports of their Captains, and it 
had not been proved that they had any knowl- 
edge of the existence of the gambling places, 
they were not guilty. 

In regard to the three Captains the board 
decided that they should ‘have found out the 
violation of law which Supt. Byrnes discov- 
ered. The board severely censured and repri- 
manded these Captains, and President Martin 
said that in the future such failures tu per- 
forin duty would be severely punished. 

Face to Face Again. 

At the hearing before the Commissioners 
today Supt, Byrnes came in and took his seat 
alongside of Inspector Williams, carrying a 
thin ledger under his arm. The two nodded 
coldly to each other. The last time these men, 
each bold, fearless, and determined to have 
his way, inet in this room they confronted 
each other with @ flat denial and with a look 
which those who saw it remember now. ‘They 
are not, either of them, men to forget, and 
they have never forgotten. Byrnes, then In- 
spector, has become Superigtendeut since 
and Williams Inspector. Now they metagain. 
They took the Bible between them. Williams 
called a dozen witnesses, all policemen. 
ne were sworn, kissed the book, and were 
ready. 

Williams’ trial was called-first. He had the 
first word. It was characteristic of the man. 

‘“*I] have not employed counsel,” he said, 
**because two of the members of the board 
sitting here are lawyers, and I depend on their 
fairness and knowledge of law to secure my 
interest.”’ 

‘Then the trial went on. 

When Inspector Williams spoke for himself 
he asked Supt. Byrnesif he did not think thatif 
he possessed all the evidence against the places 
which were raided the Chief of Police had he 
would not have raided them himeaelf. 

“Do you want that question answered?” 
Supt. Byrnes asked. 

** Yes, I do.”’ 

** Well, no, [don’t think you would, and I 
will tell you why. 

Gamblers Given the Tip. 

**T told you several times that I thought 
there was gambling going on in your district 
and ordered you te look out for it, which you 
did notdo. IT remember well that once you 
asked me if I knew of any gambling in your 
district. Itold you of two places and soon 
afterwards when my men went toraid the 
places they found thatthe birds had flown. 
They had gct the tip.”’ 

There was an audible sensation at this, and 
tne inspector tried a new tack. 

‘Do you think that gambling can. be sup- 
pressed ?”’ asked Inspector Williams. 

‘‘I do not,” replied Supt. Byrnes; “ but it 
can be regulated.”’ 

‘Weill, I have to depend on those under me 
to tell me the truth,’’ put ia Williams. 

**So have I,”’ repliea Byrnes, “and I believe 
my men do tell me the truth.” 

‘Do you, Superintendent,” asked In- 
spector Williams, ** know that I knew either 
of the two houses existed ?’’ 

**No, I do not,”’ said Mr. Byrnes, 

yd you ever call my special attention to 
it?’ 

**No; I am quite sure I did not.”

Forthe same date the 
Secretary of the Chicago Board of Trade states 
thervisible supply of grain in the United States 
ana Canada as 82,080,000 bushels of wheat, 
12,476,000 bushels of corn, 5,903,000 bushels of

WHY IS COL. HARRISON MUM? 
On the 5th of this month a reporter for one 
of the city papers caught Col. Hesing when 
he was in a communicative mood. The latter 
said with admirable frankness what he 
thought of the candidacy for the Mayoralty 
of his quondam friend, but present rival, 
Col, Harrison. Among other things he re 


marked: 

Now, I have reason to believe—no, I absolutely 
know that the combine has gone to Carter Harri- 
son, and, in order to get its support. he has prom- 
ised and pledged everything in the City Hall, just 
as it was proposed to mel should do. In all my 
twenty years’ experience I have never seen a sit- 
uation to equal this one as it stands today. Two 
years ago Carter Harrison fought the ring. He 
showed up the control of the City Hall. He ex- 
posed the nefarious workings of the entire ma 
chine. Today he has sold himself to the same 
ring. There is no doubt that his independent 
and free-lance crusade two years ago gained 
him a larger part of his following. Many people 
believed Harrison would make acapable Mayor 
because of his freedom from the ring. Now he 
has delivered himself over to its power and will 
be subject to its tyrannous demands. 


Carter Hatrison is the greatest political cont 
dence man in this country. He works the public 
for all it is worth, He manages to gain the re- 
spect of the respectable classes by exploiting his 
* financial policy, and to gather in the scam and 
rottenness of the city by permitting them to run 
loose, Between both the high and low he man- 
ages to amass a considerable following. When he 
was Mayor before he worked another scheme. 
When the Council passed a corrupt measure by a 
two-thirds vote’Carter would veto it. He knew 
they would pass it over his head. Then the pa- 
pers would all say: “Look! What a brave old 
man Carter Harrisonis!’ But when the corrupt 
measure did not pass the Council by a two-thirds 
vote 1 or nobody else ever knew him to use his 
- Veto, . f 
How true it is that there is ‘‘no rage like 
love to hatred turned.”” Two years ago these 
two warriors fought side by side to defeat 
Mayor Cregier. Their relations were of the 
most affectionate character. Col. Hesing sat 
on the lap of Col. Harrison as they worked 
out jointly their plan of campaign. They 
were political Siamese twins. At present a 
great hatred divides them. 

When Col. Hesing came forward and made 
these charges Tur Trisunz took it for 
granted, and so said, that the Colonel from 
Kentucky would be swift to answer them. It 
did not dream fora moment that he would 
fail to accept the challenge and enter the field 
of controversy, each side having a reporter in- 
stead of a second, and firing bullets out of 
newspapers instead of pistols. But Col. Har- 
rison has not said a word. He who was once 
so ready to defend himself with tongue or pen 
has become mute. 

No fault could be found with this unwonted 
meekness were Col. Harrison running for a 
Sunday-school Superintendency. Were that 
the case he would do quite mght not to answer 
revilings with revilings. But he is a candi- 
date for the Mayoralty of this city. He hag 
been charged by an old admirer, who served 
as his adjutant during the last municipal cam- 
paign, with having sold out to the nefarious 
City-Hall ring—to a contractors’ combine. 
The people would like to know whether that 
is so or not. They have been waiting for 
nearly two weeks for Col. Harrison to deny or 
to admit. He has done neither, but has re- 
mained as silent as the grave. In view of the 
standing of the person who makes the charges 
this is hardly what the people expected. They 
do not like to be kept inthedark. They want 
to know whether in the event of Harrison’s 
election they will have a fearless and un- 
trammeled Mayor or one whois the bonds- 
man of Aldermen and contractors, and who 
will use his office merely for the purpose of 
building up a machine which will keep him in 
power for a new series of four terms. 

If the ex-Mayor wil not speak after being 
thus contumeliously entreated by Col, Hesing 
he will have to be deprived of his military 
rank and be counted among the meek and un- 
resisting Quakers. Friend Harrison will be a 
more suitable title for him. 
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BELOW ZERO WEATHER. 

It is exceedingly cold and extensively so, 
Far below zero weather has been the rule 
within the last few days, not only in ‘the ex- 
treme North but below Mason and 
Dixon’s line and its prolongation westward 
across the continent. The Cumberland River 
in Tennessee is frozen solid and the ice off 
Cape Charles in Virginia is reported to ex- 
tend a mile and a half into the ocean. Inthe 
latitude of Central Illinois the mercury has 
gone more than 20° below the zero mark, and 
compared with these facts the minimum of 
about 18° below at Chicago is positively mild. 
Nor is the the bitter frost wave confined to 
this continent. It extends well over Europe, 
thus setting at naught the widely enter. 
tained idea that severe weather in either direc- 
tion cannot exist on both sides of the Atlantic 
at the same time. There must be a mistake 
in the statement that the temperature in some 
parts of Siberia has fallen to minus sixty-nine 
Centigrade, as that would mean ninety-two 
Fahrenheit degrees below our zero, but the 
statement may be true with the omission of 
the word “*Centigrade,”.and if so it must be 
colder there than charity was ever known .to 
be in any part of the world. The reported 
lighting of wood fires in the streets of St. Pe- 
tersburg for the benefit of wayfarers sugyests 
a terrible amount of suffering over millions 
of square miles outside that city where fuel 
is scarce and the country open to the sweep of 
the frost wave in all its bitter fury. 

The cold snap has doubled the daily con- 
sumption of coal in this part of the world by 
all who are able to command a supply, and it 
has developed the fact that stocks are iow. 
Not only are the coal-yards besieged by clam- 
orous crowds who want far more than can be 
sent out to them at the time they want it, but 
there is actually little coal on hand, and the 
remark in regard to thi= city is even 
more fearfully true at many other points 
in the West. The railroads devoted 
all their energies last fall to the mov- 
ing of the crops, and in not a ‘few cases 
the stores carried m earlier were drawn upon

grain trains. If the cold spell should last | 
much longer there must be a vart amount of 
suffering in city and country, terrible to con- 
template at a distance, but far more terrible 
to bear. 
’ The coal barons whose selfish greed has 
tended to limit the supply of fuel for this sea- 
son might well stand aghast at the result of 
their combinings if they were susceptible of 
pity orremorse, But with the ice kings it is 
another matter. It is with them a season 
not for mourning but rejoicing. They have 
in sight one of the most magnificent ice crops 
ever possible to be gathered, and the proba- 
bility that all they can get hold of wiitl be 
wanted the comimg summer in connection 
with the activities of the Fair. To the 
farmers of the East and West the outlook is 
not so cheering, for it must mean disaster to 
so much of the fall séwn grain as is not 
protected by a covering of snow, and this 
trouble is likely to be greater in Europe than 
with us, as the seeds there will be swelled and 
burst asunder by the frostexpanding moisture. 
Thereis one cheering thought amid the 
gloom. It is that the unusually low tempera- 
tures in Europe may kill off the cholera germs 
that have been lurking there, waiting to be re- 
vived by the warm breath of spring. The 
great dread in regard to that disease has been 
that the winter would prove a mild’ one and 
thus allow the germs to live on through the 
winter months, to break out with. increased 
deadliness a few weeks hence and devastate 
the continent during the hot weather of sum- 
mer, with perhaps an extension to the New 
World and a revival here of the horrors of 
some forty years ago. There is now room to 
hope that people on both sides of the Atlantic 
will be spared the infliction, and learning a 
lesson from the past will guard against an in- 
vasion of cholerain the future. If so the 
storm cloud will prove to have a silver lining 
after aH. Such a result is trebly desirable to 
Chicago this year, for an outbreak of cholera 
in Europe in the spring might seriously re- 
duce the attendance at the great Fair and be 
the means of preventing that from being the 
brilliant success which is hoped and expected 
by millions besides those who reside in this 
city. 


PRESERVING THE PEACE ALONG THE 
DRAINAGE CHANNEL. 

Complaint is made by the authorities and 
citizens of the little villages which lie along 
the route of the drainage channel that it will 
be impossible for the former to protect per- 
sons or property after the contractors on the 
channel get fairly at work. It is claimed, 
with truth, that a great many hard cases will 
find their way to the mitherto peaceful region 
between Chicago and Joliet, and that the smal! 
municipalities in that sectiogs have not the 
means toemploy a proper police force, and 
ought not to be compelled to go to that ex- 
pense even if they had the money. 

The attorneys for the Drainage Board tell it 
that it has no police power, and can do noth- 
ing to preserve the peace, Their opinion is a 
sound one. Sucha power must be granted 
specifically. It cannot be inferred. Perhaps 
if the Legislature had reflected, when it passed 
the drainage act, it might have given the 
trustees police powers as it conferred them on 
Park Commissioners. The question never oc- 
curred to it. 

Therefore as the case stands now, the pres- 
ervation of the peace along the line of the 
drainage channel, both on and off its right of 
way, will have to be atterfded to as far as the 
county line by the county authorities, especial- 
ly the Sheriff, who is the conservator of the 
peace in the covaty. If the townships and 
villages cannot preserve the peace they have 
a right to fall back on the Sheriff. 

The Legislature is now in session and can 
act if it sees fit. It may if it chooses give the 
trustees power toemploy policemen. Yet it 
might not like to extend the police powers of the 
board beyond the narrow limits of its right of 
way, whichis only a few hundred feet wide. A 
grant so limited, however, might not amount 
to much. Or the Legislature can, if it 
chooses, authorize the payment by the Drain- 
age Trustees of ithe expense of furnishmg the 
additional police protection which the pres- 
ence of its workmen makes necessary, 

Certainly something should be done to pre- 
serve peace and good order along the line of 
the drainage channelin both Cook and Will 
Counties. The Legislature has abundant 
power, and will exercise it doubtless as soon 
as it knows what is best to be done. It would 
not be out of place for the Drainage Trustees 
to call the attention of the General Assembly 
to this matter. 
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THE STRIKE IN GERMANY. 

It is announced in the foreign dispatches 
that the great strike of 10,000 coal miners in 
the Saar district of Germany has collapsed 
and that the strikers voluntarily have decided 
to go back to work. It is probable that the 
strikers in the Ruhr district, who left their 
work in sympathy with the Saar operatives, 
will follow their example, and that other 
strikes threatened in various parts of Silesia 
and Westphalia will fail to materialize. The 
decision of the Saar strikers was a wise one. 
They were out of money and out of work, with 
no prospect of assistance from other coal dis- 
tricts, and in the meantime manufacturers 
were well stocked with coal and could afford 
to wait until the miners came to their senses, 
It is stated that the managers of the great 
Lrupp works at Essen, against which the 
miners seem to have had a special spite, had 
the foresight to lay in coal enough to last 
them for weeks to come and probably for 
months, as there is at present a universal de- 
pression in the iron trade in Germany. 

Never was a more foolish strike undertaken 
than that at Saar. Nominers in the world 
were doing better. They are the very men 
whom the Emperor sought to help shortly 
after he came into power and in whose behalf 
he introduced “radical reform measures in- 
tended to ameliorate their condition, and to 
impress them that they were not without a 
powerful friend at court. By the operation 
of these measures their condition was greatly 
improved. Theirhomes were made more 
comfortable, their working regulations were 
rendered iess harsh, and their wages were ad- 
vanced materially, so that they have been liv- 
ing in comfort. In spite, however, of the Em- 
peror’s conciliatory policy, they went out on 
a strike and threatened incendiary measures, 
from which they were only dissuaded when 
they found that the Emperor would send 
troops into the district if they carried their 
strike too far. The causes of this strike were 
not inherent in any of the labor relations be- 
tween the miners and their employera. The 
former made no protest against wages or 
hours. They were urged on to their foolish 
conduct by Anarchist agitators, those pests of 
society and disturbers of peace and order 
everywhere. The following manifesto with 
which they flooded the Saar district shows the 
objects of their agitation and explains why 
the ignorant Saar miners were carried away 
by its bombast: 


Rise, wage slaves, blackened with toil for your 
masters. Rise in your might and free yourselves 
from the infamous thraldom of beaurocracy, cap- 
italism, militarism, and clericalism. The police 
and the army are your brother workers, and you 
have nothing to fear from them. Therefore, the 
time is ripe for the social millennium. Let the 
German proletariat lead the attack upon the rot- 
ten system of modern society. Let them sweep 
from the face of the earth the present conditions. 


As the days went on and no help came to 
the strikers; as they found themselves in hope- 


less idleness and confrontea with starvation ; | 


as they discovered that these Anarchist agita- 
tors were loud in talk but had no idea of ex- 
posing themselves to danger by leading the 
proletariat towards its millennium, it probably 
set them to thinkmg and comparing their 
existing conditions with those before the 
Anarchists induced them to quit work. The 
outcome has been a decision to go back to 
work again, wiser if not sadder men. [If it 
tends to convince the German miners of the 
folly of listenmg to these Anarchist pests the 
great Saar strike will not have been in vain. 


THE REORGANIZATION OF THE WATER 
DEPARTMENT. 

What has become of Ald. Madden’s ordi- 
nance for the reorganization of the Water De- 
partment? It was carefully revised by Cor- 
poration Counsel Miller and referred to the 
Committee on Fire and Water more than % 
month ago. The commuttee discussed it for 
about half an hour at one meeting and then 
deferred action, Is vt the intention to kill the 
ordinance orto pigeonhole it? It stipulates 
that the number of officials shall be set forth 
each year in the appropriation ordinance and 
their salaries determined at the same time. 
Do the Aldermen of the Fire and Water com- 
mittee whoso accommodatingly recommend- 
ed “ Proinoter”’ Keep’s Hygeia ordinance ob- 
ject to that provision? Do they fear that it 
will interfere with their “ patronage’? 
Mayor Washburne recommended the ordi- 
nance when it was drafted. He seems to 
have lost interest in it since, and we read that 
he and his clerk, the much-advertised Hamil- 
ton, are tinkermmg with some substitute 
scheme. Ald. Madden, asthe author of the 
ordinance, should not permit it to be shelved 
either by the cheap Aldermen, Clerk Hamil- 
ton, or Mayor Washburne. He should insist 
on areport from the ccmmittee. The ordi- 
nance is an excellent one. The provision in 
reference to limiting the number of employés 
and the fixing of their salaries is alone worth 
all the ingenious and fantastical schemes of 
reform proposed by Mayor Washburne and 
his clerk sirice their recent awakening. 
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THE APPORTIONMENT. 

It is related by the junior Democratic organ 
that Speaker Crafts “‘is more amused than 
annoyed by the criticisms of the Republicans 
on the Committee on Apportionment which 
he appointed last week.’”’ The junior organ is 
inconsistent and forgetful. The sharpest 
criticisms on Speaker Crafts concerning the 
Apportionment committee appeared in the 
junior organ itself and in its evening append- 
age. The Chicago Democratic members have 
been severer on Crafts than the Chicago Re- 
publican members. The Republicans did not 
expect much from the Democratic Speaker, 
and they have not been disappointed. The 
Democrats say they are disappointed in Mr. 
Crafts. Perhaps they are, but he has one 
faithful champion, the senior Democratic 
organ, which says that ‘Crafts is all right, 
that his Chairman, J. Edwin Black, is all 
right,”’ that **he [Black] and those associated 
with him are on record as favoring Cook 
County,”’ and that ‘‘they will not countenance 
the plans of any man or set of men to rob 
Cook County of its proper share of Congress- 
men and legislators.”’ A few weeks will set- 
tle whether the senior Democratic organ 
speaks with authority. Let us be patient 
until then. Crafts may after all be loyal to 
Cook County. We shall see, 
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Art a meeting held at Springfield Sunday to 
protest against the passage by the Legislature 
of resolutions asking Congress to rescind the 
Sunday-closing condition with which it 
coupled its gift of centennial coins one of the 
speakers said that ““money appropmated by 
Congress to the World’s Fair on the express 
condition that the Exposition should be closed 
Sunday was being? freely: used to sustain a 
lobty which was laboring to secure the repeal 
of this condition.” 

This is a good illustration of the liberty 
which persons who brag of their peculiar 
morality and righteousness allow themselves 
when talking of others who do not think as 
they do on some question. This particular 
person, pluming himself on the fact that he 
was more virtuous than others and claiming 
to be the defender of a great religious princi- 
ple, could see nothing wrong in resorting to 
*‘evil.speaking, lying, and slandering”’ in or- 
der to carry his point. 

The individual who made that charge about 
the employment of alobby paid out of the 
money appropriated by Congress has no evi- 
dence of the truth of his assertion. Were he 
put on the stand and asked how he knew it he 
could oniy say that he believed it to be so be- 
cause he was convinced that persons who 
favored opening a Fair Sunday would not 
stick at murder, arson, or high treason. 

It may seem a little odd that individuals 
who claim to be so much better than the rest 
of the community shouid be so reckless and 
unscrupulous in their remarks and methods, 
but it has been from time immemorial the 
custom of heresy-hunters to attack the char- 
acters of those whom they persecuted as well 
as what seemed to them to be their wrong be- 
liefs, 


Tuts steady and far reaching depression of 
temperature forms a sufficient ans wer to the 
many who have fancied they see reason to 
think the seagpns have radically changed in 
character within the last half century. We 
had a series of four mild winters, and some 
were foolish enough to fancy we had seen the 
last of the hard ones in this climate. They 
can now realize their mistake, and give the 
beavers and muskrats credit for knowing what, 
they were about when they made preparations 
last fall for a season of bitter cold weather. 
Most people who are old enough to remember 
distinctly the winter of 1863-’64, will agree we 
have had nothing since entitled to compare 
with i¢ till now. The event vindi- 
cates the theory that the weather runs 
in cycles, too irregular to have per- 
mitted the sequence to be discovered by 
mortals thus far, but that the changes are 
cyclical all the same. There has been no ma- 
terial alteration in our distance frorh the pole 
of the earth’s rotation to give a difference in 
latitude, no considerable change in the conti- 
nental outline to cause a permanent deflec- 
tion of the ocean currents which affect us, and 
no known alteration of altitude above the sea 
level to change the climate. Neither has there 
been any more marked deviation from the 
mean annual rainfall than would have been 
recorded for some former years had the rain 
gauge been used then as closely as it is now. 
Su we have no reason to believe the average 
temperature of a series, for instance, of 
twenty years is different from what it used to 
be in this latitude. 
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Tue trouble with the members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly from Cook County is that they lack

MUSIC AND DRAMA, 

Mr. E. S. Willard last night doffed the black 
ffock coat and the silken cravat of the simple, 
good-natured Prof. Goodwillie and donned the 
toil-stained, dust-begrimed raiment of the serious, 
heart-broken potter, Cyrus Blenkarn. He desert- 
ed the bright sunshine of the bay-field and the 
soft twilight of love and contentment four the 
cbeerless gloom and the pangs of des 
pair of the dismal pottery. From delightful 
comedy the actor turned to the deeper feeling of 
melodrama. The contrast proved his versatility, 
yet how many who saw him in the ragged gar 
ments of the toili potter could wish him back 
in tho more joyots scenes of the sunlit fields of 

ullochmains? 

Henry Arthur Jones’ striking moral study of 
the economical and social evils of today was 
doubtless well known tothe interested gather- 
ing that filled Hooley’s Theater. lt was 
in the character of Cyrus Blenkarn in 
“The Middleman” that Mr. Willard awakened 
Chicago playgoersto the streneth and artistic 
beauty of his art. Since that time he has steadily 
increased in estimation, until he is now ac 
knowledged the best of his school that England 
has sent us. It would seem that in his vividly 
realistic portrayal of frenzy and despair, and in 
the thrilling burst of passion that marks the 
change of the potter’s heart from tenderness and 
love to implacable hate he has thrown even 
greater force into his work and 
made Cyrus Blenkarn more than 
ever the object of sympathy and commiseration. 
The quiet, gentle workman entreating for more 
money with which to increase the riches 
of his dishonest employer; the  heart- 
broken, frenzied father, learning too late 
the story of his daughter's wrong; the 
despairing figure of the potter sacrificing his all 
to keep up the fires that are burning out his fort-. 
une and his revenge, and then the 
implacable, unswerving hatred of the outraged 
father before the family that has ruined 
his life, are the pictures that stand oat most prom- 
inently in “The Middleman,” surrounded by 4 
frame of deep-moving, heart-stirring melodrama. 
Henry Arthur Jones may have fallen into the lines 
of the conventional, but with Mr, Willard’s aid 
he has made Cyrus Blenkarn one of the most 
striking stage figures of today. 

Miss Marie Burroughs appeared as the unfort- 
nunate daughter of the old potter. In the emo 
tional lines and actions of the part she, too, pre 
sented a striking contrast to Lucy White, the 
object of the Professor’s love in the comedy 
which bas claimed attention since the engage 
ment opened. Miss Burroughs’ portrayals of emo- 
tion and despair were vividly true to life, and her 
entire action retained the polish that is to be ob- 
served in all her work. 

Miss Nannie Craddock in the rdéle of Nancy 
Blenkarn more than fulfilled the expectations 
that grew out of her work in “The Professor's 
Love Story.” She reflected considerable feeling 
in the emotional acting for which she was called 
upon, and with Mr. F. H. Tyler as Jesse Pegg, 4 
lover of Nancy, furnished a strong vein of comedy 
that stood in striking contrast to the serious 
flavor of the whole. 

Mr. Royce Carleton was sufficiently insidious 
and villainous as Joseph Chandler, the proprie- 
tor of the works, and Mises Maxine Elliott was 


graceful and pretty in the small role of Maud | 


Chandler. Mr. Harry Cane played the part of 
the dishonest manager with color and no inton- 
siderable ability. 

Although there are fifteen speaking characters 
in the cast the remainder are not of any consider- 
able moment, unless it be perhaps the Capt. 
Julian Chandler of Mr. Louis Massen. He 
is the erring son of the grinding pottery owner, 
aman of generous, manly motives, despite his 
wrong to Mary Blenkarn, but compelled to enact 
the villain in the estimation of the potter and his 
family by the reflected villainy of his father.

An interesting performance of ** The School 
for Scandal” is that given at McVicker’s by Muss 
Marie Wainwright and the members of her com- 
pany. The actress herself is somewhat subdued as 
Lady Teazle, and is slow in her delivery— 
the latter quality communicating itself to the 
other players, and provoking a general delhbera- 
tion which handicaps the action. Another phase 
of Miss Wainwright’s Lady Teazle which can- 
not be commended is her subtle sophistica- 
tion. Any one knowing the genesis of the famous 
character and can trace it back to Wycherley’s 
heroine of **The Country Girl” cannot help feel- 
ing that Miss Wainwright’s conception of the role 
is wanting in freshness and in ingenuousness. 
The actress, however, presents many picturesque 
aspects in her rich eighteenth-century gowns. 
She might hasten her enunciation if she cannot 
vivify her impersonation, and thereby give an 
impetus to the entertainment which would en- 
hance its present excellence. 

Mr. Barton Hill was an irreproachable Sir 
Peter. The characterization was marked by its 
extreme formality; but this could not be excepted 
to in a formalage. Rigid, perhaps, but highly 
respectable was his rendering of the honored role. 
The Joseph Surface of Mr. Hartwig was com- 
mendable in its discretion and slyness, though, 
like the Lady Teazle of the evening, it was some- 
what faint and indistinct in outline. 
Graceful superficiality was its characteristic. 
There was a pleasing surprise, however, in 
the Charles Surface of a young actor named 
William Ingersoll. This actor blew the dust of 
time from the pages of the comedy and played 
his part in joyous, manly, unaffected fashion. 
The audience warmed to his lively acting and 
gave him repeated rounds of applause. Mr, 
E. Y, Backus was an acceptable Sir Oliver and Mr. 
Percy Brooke made a dry Urabtree. Miss Eleanor 
Carey’s Mrs, Candour must not be overlooked; 
it was well rounded and well colored and made 
one wish to see this actress in more prominent 
parts of the classical drama. 

Thursday evening Miss Wainwright will pro- 
duce Mr. Clyde Fitch’s new comedy, “ A Social 
Swim.”’ Anything new from this author can excite 
nothing but the brightest anticipations, 

as 

“A Modern Match,”’ by Clyde Fitch, is no 
a schvolgirl drama, and it should not be criti- 
cised from a schoolgirl point of view. 
This play treats of a subject which 
should be barred from the stage, 
if the stage proposes to cater to the tastes of 
young people. But ifthe theme of marital infi- 
delity is to be treated at all, then, by all means, 
let it be handled by frank and outspoken 
writers like the present author instead of 
by whining and sentimental French dramatists 
who have given tis the Odettes and Camilles of 
the boards. Violet Hunt, tho heroine of this 
play, is not a pleasant creature to contemplate; 
but, as one said when the piece was presented at 
Hooley’s a year ago, she is true to life. 

Miss Seligman played the hard, selfish heroine 
with a relish which one half admired and half re- 
sented. She was a type of a class; but many 
worthy people go through this world with- 
out recognizing the type that is here portrayed. 
Let others moralize; the business in hand is to 
state facts, Miss Seligman is positive and almost 
repulsive as the modern Lilith—the soulless 
woman of the society of today—and one feels that 
her relentless characterization will do less harm 
to susceptible natures than will the ideal types of 
adventuresses which France never tires of pour- 
ing out upon a patient world. : 

Miss Effie Germon seconded Miss Seligman by 
her bitter portrayal of a wordly mother. The 
verisimilitaude of the play was empha- 
sized by her positive acting. Mr. Will 
iam F, Owen was somewhat ponderous 
as the discouraged merchant; but his 
work was an improvement on his gay Colonel in 
* My Otficial Wife.” The best feature of the en- 
tertainment, however, was the Robert Hunt 
(injured husband) of Mr. Cuyler Hastings. 
This actor was reposeful; he was innocent of the 
affectations that spoil the work of so many young 
actors, and he deeply impressed his hearers, He 
is a stranger to Chicago; but he is evidently a 
coming man. Mr. Robert L. Cutting has a role 
that does not oppress him, and his bearing is 
agreeable.

Romer, Jan. 16.—Cardinal Parocchi has sub- 
mitted to the Pope a vast scheme for adding 
another to the Catholic edifices of the coun- 
try. The Cardinal’s scheme 1s to erect on the 
Monte Vanicule a church with a cupola equal 
in size and effect to that of St. Pete?f’s, the 
cost of which is to be defrayed by contribu- 
tions of the Catholics throughout the world. 
Round the sacred edifice it is proposed to 
group the ecclesiastical colleges of the 
ditferent countries that are now situated 
in Rome. The further consideration of the 
proposal will be submitted to a commission 
of Cardinals. The estimated cost of carrying 
out the scheme is $20,000,000 and it is calcu- 
lated that its construction would give employ- 
ment to 14,090 workmen for six years. 


Association# for Receiving Gifts. 


More than 300 associations for receiving the 

ifts made to the Pope on his Episeopa! jubi- 
ee have been constituted in various countries, 
and in Italy there are eighty committees who 
receive funds, part of which serve for the obo 
ana part for the purchase of presents to the 
Pope. Other committees will be formed and 
there will be at least one for every diocese. It 
is thought that the offerings will exceed those 
made on the Sacerdotal jubilee, which yielded

Testimony on Corruption of the Press. 


In the Parliamentary Commission of In 
quiry M. Souvoride and M. Tatistcheff testi- 
fied as to the charges of corruption against 
the Russian press. M. Souvoride, who intro- 
duced hinrself as editor of the Novoe Vremya, 
protested that M. Delahaye’s charges as to the 
receipt of 500,000 francs by the newspaper 
from the Panama people were unqualified 
falsehoods. Neither he nor any of his fellow- 
journalists in Russia, as far aa he knew, had 
touched a centime of Panama money? 

M. Tatistcheff made fk similar denial, and 
made a speech to the commission to the ef- 
fect that the friendship of Russia and France 
was imperiled by “this rising tide of calum- 
ny.”’ unless the commission would defend 
Russia against palpable slanders, such as had 
been bandied about recenthy, the most deplor- 
able results might be expected. 

President Brisson informed the commission 
that the report of M. Florey, the expert ac- 
countant, concerning the bouks of the Pana- 
ma company would be laid before them short- 
ly, and the commission adjourned until to- 
morrow. 

Socialists Attempt to Make Trouble.

FIRE BREAKS OUT ON THE BOTHNIA. 


Caused by the Upsetting of a Lamp—The 
Flames Soon Extinguished. 
Lonpow, Jan. 16.—The Cunard line steamer 
Bothnia, from ‘New York for Liverpool, ar- 
rived at Queenstown today, At noon, Jan. 
15, when the steamer was in latitude 51 N., 
longitude 17 W., a fire broke out in the after 
storeroom, which is located near the first- 
class state rooms. Long tongues of flame 
shot to the upper deck through a ventilator, 
which acted as achimney for the fire. The 
flames were discovered before they had made 
much headway. The crew were cailed to 
nre quarters, hose was stretched, and 
in haif an hour the fire was extinguished. 
There was great excitement among the pas- 
sengers when the tire was first discovered, but 
it soon subsided. The fire was caused by the 
upsetting of a lamp in the provision store 
room. Many of the ship’s stores were de- 
stroyed. It has transpired that the steamer 
was in the gravest danger. Next to the store 
room there was stored a quantity of oil. Had 
this caught fire, the resuit would have been 
hard to foretell. The well directed efforts of 
the crew prevented this, however, and a possi- 
ble calamity was averted. The Captain of the 
steamer has made no report Of the fire to the

REVOLUTION BREAKS OUT IN HAYTI, 


Two Battles Fought—President Hippolyte’s 
Coercion at the Polls,

threatened revolution against the government 
of President Hippolyte of Hayti has broken 
out. A battle was fought. this morn- 
ing’ in the streets of L’Anse de Peau, 
a settlement back of Port au Prince. As soon 
as word of the uprising was received at the 
goverament headquarters President Hippolyte 
issued an order for troops to be dispatched to 
the place. Three hundred soldiers and 
twenty commanding officers are on the way. 
While fighting was in progress at this point 
*news was received at Port au Prince of another 
uprising near St. Michael. All places of busi- 
ness were closed, the private residences 
were barricaded, and the occupants sought 
shelter. Troops are under orders 
to leave tonight to suppress this 
rebellion. In the election Saturday Hippo- 
lyte’s friends and relatives were chosen Depu- 
ties, but armed troops were stationed at the 
polling-places and at the point of the 
bayonet ballots were ordered to be 
east for friends of the President. 
The guards about the President's house have 
been doubled and other precautions taken to 
insure his personal safety. Many of his 
former. adherents in thenorth have abandoned 
his support and desertions are reported from 
the south.

TYPEWRITERMAKERS TO FORM A TRUST, 


Combine with a Capital of $20,000,000 
Proposed to Avoid Competition, 
Within the last two weeks earnest efforts 
have been made toward the formation of a 
combination between the manufacturers of 
the various typewriting machines on the mar- 
ket. The scheme, it is said, proposes the 
formation of a single company which will 
issue $20,000,000 of stock, common and pre- 
ferred; and with this stock buy out the 
various individual companies on a basis of 
value to be tixed in the negotiations. The 
avowed purpose of the combinat:on is to re- 
duce the large expenses attendant on the vig- 
orou3 competition in which the typewriter 
people have been engaged for the last few 
years, particularly that feature of it known as 

the exchange system. 

A great deai of money, it is stated, has been 
expended by the different companies in re- 
moving rival machines from business houses 
and substituting theirown. Second-hand ma- 
chines thus secured are sold to second-hand 
dealers and ultimately find their way to 
other users. Companigs, it is said, have been 
known to put in a new machine taking one of 
another make ateven exchange. Although the 
profits upon typewriting machines are said to 
be large when outright sales are made, it is es- 
timated that by the exchange system the com- 
panies sacrifice over $500,000 a year. A union 
of interests would, of course, save this sacrifice, 
or in other words take it out of the pockets of 
the public where it 1s now by the exchange sys- 
tem permitted to remain. Numerous patents 
are used in the manufacture of typewriters 
and much litigation has ensued over these at 
a great expense. The leading companies, it is 
said, are free purchasers of patents and spend 
considerable money in buying up inventions 
which they simply pigeon-hole out of the way 
of competitors. 

The present negotiations are guided, it is 
said, by E. N. Fowler, a New York man, who 
is connected with the Equitable Mortgage 
company. The ccmbination when it is 
formed, it is reported, will include only six of 
the fifteen leading companies—that is: the 
Remington, Caligraph, Hammond, Yost, 
Dinsmore, and Brooks.

Dr. O. P. Gifford agreed with Bryce in his 
reinark that the American city was the colos- 
sal failure of the American Republic.

After Dr. Gifford had concluded, the retir- 
ing President, J. H. Moore, announced the 
result of the election and introduced the new 
President, H. M. Scott. 

Superintendent of Police MecClaughry said 
that not enough attention was being paid to 
the growing condition of cities. ‘lheré would 
be 50 per cent of the whole population of the 
United Statesin cities within the next ten 
years, During the lastten years there had 
been a falling off of 38 per cent in the immi- 
gration from Ireland and England as com- 
pared with the previous decade and an increase 
of more than 600 per cent in the immigration 
from Italy and of more than 400 per cent of 
Poles and Bohemians, made up almost ex- 
clusively from #he poorer or the pauper 
classes. By far the greater number of these 
settled in the large cities. These facts made 
the problem of city governinent all the more 
difficult. 

There had come to be an unwritten 
law which forced members of the police 
department to do service which was until 
recently out of their province, such as watch- 
ing streets to keep them clean, piloting the in- 
firm and the intoxicated, watching street 
crossings, in addition to preventing the com mTs- 
sion ofcrime. Added tothis the temptation 
which the criminal classes offered to police- 
men were calculated to break down discipline 
and impair good work, 

By way of example Chief McClaughry re- 
ferred to Chicago’s 184 square miles of terri- 
tory patrolled by 2,600 active men, as com- 
pared with New York’s forty-one miles with a 
force larger by 1,000 men. 

There were police departments better man- 
aged than that of Chicago, but they were in 
cities where the people had taken the control 
of the departinent ovt of the hands 
of the politicians and its 
affairs on B common-sense basis. 
So long as Aldermen had the rightto name 
policemen the appointees would continue. to 
recognize the power behind the throne, and 
discipline would be alimost valueless, The 
patrolmen should be made to recognize that 
only efficiency would insure their tenure of 
position.

SHARP TALK AMONG THE METHODISTs. 


The Rev. John O. Foster Takes the Pre- 
siding Elder to Task. 

There was an interesting time fora few 
minutes at the meeting of Methodist ministers 
yesterday, Drs. Swing and Thomas, the well- 
known preachers, being the innocent cause, 
A committee appointed at the preceding meet- 
ing to investigate the plan forthe establish- 
ment of a Home for Destitute Crippled Chil- 
dren reported favorably on the movement and 
recommended that Dr, Frank Bristol be dele 


gated to represent the Methodist ministers at: 


a meeting to be held in Central Music Hall 
Jan. 27 to give impetus to it. 

Presiding Elder H. G. Jackson arose and 
said he didn’t know that the Methodists want- 
ed to put a representative on the piatform 
with Drs. Swing and Thomas, who are with- 
out the pale of the evangelical churches, and 
whom he saw by the program were the only 
spenkers. 

The Kev. John O, Foster was on his feet in 
an instant, crying: “Shame upon the minis- 
ter who talks that way,’”’ and said the minis- 
ters should be proud to be connected with so 
charitable a work. The people at the head of 
the scheme were anxious, he said, tu have a 
representative of each evangelical church on 
the platform. 

“‘There is not asingle evangelical preacher 
on that program,” said Presiding Elder Jack- 
soa sharply. 

Dr. Bristol said it would be impossible for 
him to attend the meeting. 

The Rev. Foster explained that the program 
the Presiding Elder had been studying was an 
old one and that a later one had on it the 
names of several evangelical ministers. 

The committee’s report was then adopted, 
F. S. Martin’s name being substituted for that 
of Dr. Bristol. 

The ministers refused to adjourn their next 
Monday meeting for the purpose of attending 
a union temperance meeting at Willard Hall 
The meeting is to be addressed by P. A. Bur. 
dock of New York, and the purpose is to dis- 
cuss the holding of a series of temperance 
services. The Methodists are to be addressed 
next Monday by Prof. Moulton of the Chicago 
University. As he could address the ministers 
at no other meet:ng it was thought best not to 
adjourn the meeting, and a committee was 
named to carry their regrets to the tewper- 
ance meeting. 

Prof. Little of the Chair of Historical The- 
ology in the Garrett Biblical Institute read 
the paper of the'day on the * Struggle of Pas- 
cal with the Jesuits,” 

At the Willard Hail noonday prayer-meeting 
yesterday the Rev. A. M. White, Chaplain in 
the Joliet Penitentiary, who led the meeting, 
made an interesting address regarding his 
work in the prison. The. burden of his re- 
marks was that whisky filled the penitentiary ; 
frum seven-tenths to nine-ténths of the pris- 
oners owed their confinement to liquor. Mr. 
White regretted that there was no institution or 
charity in this neighborhood that would give an 
ex-convict any assistance in starting out right. 
There used to be one in Chicago, but 1t had 
been closed. The convicts, as they leave the 
prison, tell the chaplain ip the deepest dis- 
tress of the innpossibility of their making a 
living honestly after going out. One told him 
the other day that he had discovered a way of 
cracking a safe without any one knowing it, 
The chaplain tried to dissuade him from going 
crooked, out he replied that it was absolutely 
unavoidable. 

The prayer-meetings that used to be held at 
the prison, Mr. White said, had been discon- 
tinued on account of the incredible hypocrisy 
of those who attended them. The men would 
pretend to piety for months just as a ineans of 
securing the smallest favor. Cases were known 
in which they had read their Bibles and talked 
piously for years even for some selfish pur- 
pose, and, when they went out, thrown their 
Bibles down at the gate, saying they had no 
use forthem,. Still, some of them were sin- 
cerely pious. 

A deep impression was made on those pres- 
ent, and a number of persons mede impas- 
sioned temperance addresses ani offered 
prayer for the prisoner and the inebriate. 

The Baptist ministers listened to President 
Chapman of the Young People’s Union, who 
spoke on the * Utilization of Baptist Forces 
ih Mission Work.’”’ Dr. Gifford and Mr. 
Denish made short addresses. An effort is 
being made to raise a fund of $20,0U0 for city 
mission work and to bring the united efforts 
of ail the Baptist churches in the city to assist 
in the movement which has especial reference 
to the mission work during the World’s Fair. 


MR. MILLIGAN SAYS HE’S BLAMELESS. 


Other Hyde-Parkers, He Declares, Are in 
the Habit of Making Smoke.

He points out the fact that 400 Illinois 
Central engines pass within 500 feet of the 
Nelson residence every day, and that there are 
electric lhght works, laundries, apartment 
houses, and other hotels in the immediate 
vicinity which burn coal and produce smoke. 

Moreever, Mr. Milligan declares that he has 
spent $40,000 to lessen his output of soot, pur- 
chasing to that end the best smoke-burners in 
the market and using only the best grades of 
coal.

‘COULDN'T BE HANDLED 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT SHIPMENTS 
DELAYED BY THE WEATHER. 


Railroads Suffered Severely During the 
Last Week—The Tonnage Carried Much 
Smaller than for the Corresponding 
Week Last ¥Year—Southern Roads Want 
to Be Exempt from Paying Taxes— 
Claim That They Do Not Make Ex- 
penses~Transcontinental Rates. 


The Chicago east-bound roads suffered se- 
verely from the zero weather last week, and in 
consequence through shipments for last 
week show a sericus decrease, The 
total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to sea- 
board points and for export by the various 
Central Traffic Association roads last week 
amounted to 52,536 tons, against 55,883 tons 
for the week previous and 89,011 tons for the 
corresponding week last year. The difference 
a8 compared with last year. is greater than 
appears on the report, as two more roads—the 
Erie and Wabash—are included now and 
were not last year. With these two roads in- 
cluded the difference ig nearly 7,000 tons 
greater. It is claimed that if normal weather 
had prevailed Jast week the Central Traffic 
Association roads would have carried about 
80,000 tons instead of 52,000 tons. 

Flour shipments last week were 5,718 tons, 
against 11,276 tons last year; grain, 86,922 
tons, against 68,396 tons; provisions, 9,896 
tons, against 9,339 tons. The percentages 
earried by the various roads were as follows:

SOUTHERN ROADS IN BAD SHAPE, 


They Want Exemption from Taxes to Avoid 
Bankruptcy. 

New York, Jan. 16.—J. W. Thomas, G. 
Vandenburg, W. F. Shellman, H, M. Comer, 
A. J. Lawton Jr., and other members of the 
Executive committee of the Southern Rail- 
road and Steamboat Association held a quiet 
meeting in Room 392 of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel yesterday. The majority of the nem- 
bers left the city Saturday night, but some 
remained to learn what action the Ex- 
ecutive committee would take regarding 
the taxes which some of the roads paid 
last year. The officers of the roads 
in Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, 
Georgia, Tennessee, Florida, South Carolina, 
and North Carolina declare that most of the 
railroads doing business in the greater part of 
those States ought to be exempt from taxa- 
tion for one year at least. Most of the roads 
wish to make improvements, but as the reve- 
nues are small it is impossible to pay divi- 
dends, to say nothing of increasing the facili- 
ties. . One of the railroad men, in speaking of 
the condition of affairs among the Southern 
railroad companies, said after the committee 
meeting: 

**The building of railroads in the Southern 
States has resulted in increasing the wealth 
and pootaeety of the country, and still we are 
taxed. We better the condition of the country 
and of the people, and yet we must pay for 
the privilege. If we were making anything 
out of the States we have improved we should 
not object, but we are losing money instead of 
making it, and it is the opinion of most 
of the railroad men of the Southern 
Association that the States ought to exempt 
some of the roads from taxation. It is the 
intention to meke en effort to bring about 
certain special legislation in that direction. 
Stocks and bonds of most of the Southern 
railroads have materially decreased instead of 
increasing since the roads were built, and if 
we do not get better rates and are not assisted 
n reducing our expenses many of the roads 
will either be furced into bankruptcy or com- 
pelied to retire from business.” 


Transcontinental Rates. 

Commissioner Blanchard of the Central Traffic 
Association has addressed a communication to 
the General Freight Agents of all Transconti- 
nental lines west of the Missouri River and St. 
Paul stating that in view of the dissolution of the 
Transcontinental Association Dec. 31, 1592, and 
pursuant to action taken by the Freight com- 


mittee of the Central Traffic Associa- 
tion he desires to inform the lines 
formerly comprising the Transcontinental 


association that the rates shown in west-bound 
tariff No. 36 and east-bound tariff No. 37, which 
have been authorized by the joint committee, 
will continue to be protected, and that changes 
therein must receive the approval of either joint 
committee or Central Trattic Association before 
being made effective.

IRRIGATION HAS MADE CALIFORNIA. 


According to Mr. De Long Its Benefits 
Have Been Almost Incalculable., 

B, M. De Long of San Francisco, who is at 
the Palmer House, said yesterday: ‘The ab- 
sorbing topic in California is irrigation. On 
every side the growth and development of the 
State is attributed to the irrigating ditches 
that cross it in every direction. Mining did 
not develop the State, except incidentally, 
but horticulture, made possible by irrigation, 
has attracted thousands of families and brought 
millions of dollarg into California, showing a 
net increase of population since 1880 of - 
436. The seven irrigated counties have ab- 
sorbed 168,219, or nearly one-half. Irrigation 
was practically begun in California in 1870 by 
the Riverside company and has since then ex- 
tended to every portion of the State. The 
change of Riverside from a sheep ranch as- 
sessed at 50 cents an acre toa community of 
orange growers with an assessment of nearly 
96,000,000 illustrates the advantages of irriga- 
ion. 


C. H. McKay of San Francisco said at the 
Great Northern yesterday: ‘“* There is a sharp 
competition between the trans-Pacific steam- 
ship lines at the present time, and rates will 
be exceedingly favorable from China and 
Japan for World’s Fair visitors. Since the 
line between Yokohama and Vancouver was 
established there has been marked rivalry be- 
tween this line and the Pacific Mail 
line to San Francisco. Each company is 
exerting every effort to provide the finest 
types of ocean steamers, and great attention 
is being paid*to speed and passenger accom- 
modations. Rates have been materially re- 
duced within the last few weeks, and if the 
sharp competition continues passengers from 
Asiatic countries will be able to visit Chicago 
fora ridiculously low figure so far as the 
ocean part of the journey is concerned.”’ 


D. G. Ramsey, Grand Chief of the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers, arrived at the Palmer 
House yesterday and left for Vinton, Ia., last 
night. Mr. Ramsey has just had all differ- 
ences between the operators on the Big Four 
and the officials of the road amicably adjusted, 
and has achieved like results on the Wabash 
line.

Brown, the Superin- 
fendent, George Stratton, the electrician, 
and Charles Casselman, the engineer, 
mil seud in their resignations. Dr. Browa 
said yesterday-that he could not afford to re- 
main at the head of institutions that were in 
guch bad condition. Mr. Stratton said he was 
afraid the building would catch fire from the 
electric light wires, and Mr. Casselman is 
alarmed lest a boiler will burst. 

“Things arein an awful state out here,” 
gaid Dr. Brown. ‘*The steam pipes are rotten 
and we cannot heat some of the wards. We 
had a.terrible time three nights last week in 
caring for the patients, and the worst of 1t all 
was, when we found we could not supply heat 
we could not find an extra blanket in the in- 
stitution. The radiators in many instances 
are useiess, and the pipes are so rotten one 
can run a pencil through them. 

“Ifa fire were to break out we would be 
absolutely helpless. We have no water except 
what is carried in buckets. There are five 
steam pumps in the institution, and there is 
not one of them that is in good shape. We 
have not begs stile to get enough water to test 
the hose, am told that itis so rotten it 
would go to pieces. 

* There is a battery of twelve boilers to gen- 
erate steam for heating the buildings. Three 
are actually burned out.. No tv.ois have been 
left with which to repair anything and I’m 
told that the institutions had such articles not 
one ago. Ido not know what becaine of 

em. 

** The electrical plant is in bad condition. 
Many of the s are without insulation and 
there is grea nger from fire. The alarm 
bells are badly out of order,and if a fire should 
start in one end of the building or in one in- 
stitution there is no way of conveying the in- 
formation except, by sending a messenger.”’ 

Dr. Brown also complained about the gen- 
eral condition- the buildings were in when 
turned over to him. He said many of the 
doors and windows were out of repair and that 
the sanitary conditions were bad. The kitchen 
in the insane asylum was filthy. Yesterday 
afternoon a consignment of corn beef was re- 
ceived from John Ford and was at onve con- 
demned.: The meat, while it did not smell 
bad, was repulsive in appearance, but 
when the Superintendent learned that 
he would heve to... accept it or 
starve the patients he let it pass. Dr. Brown 
said that he would not be responsible for the 
welfare of the people at the institution unless 
the County Board took prompt action to 
bring about a better state of affairs. 

Commissioner Green, who was President of 
the County Board last year, was seen last 
evening and informed of Dr. Brown’s state- 
ments. “‘If the two institutions are in bad 
shape,”’ he said, “and have heard that 
things out.there were not getting along

NATIONAL BOARD OF TRADE TO 
MEET IN WASHINGTON. 


The Body to Assemble at the National Cap- 
ital Today to Discuss Business Topics— 
The Anti-Option Rill, Bankrupt Law, 
Trade Marks, Canal Schemes, and Other 
Matters Scheduled for Debate—Annual 
Meeting of the Chicago Board—A Year 
of Unexampled Prosperity. 

New Yorx, Jan. 16,—/Special.]—The Na- 
tiona) Board of Trade will meet in annual 
convention at Washington, D. C., tomorrow. 
The anti-option bill and other leading ques- 
tions of the day are scheduled for discussion, 
including various canal schemes, the national 
bankrupt question, uniform commercial law, 
trade marks, etc. 

The Scranton Board of ‘Trade will offer a

b@OV. ALTGELD WRITES ON “ GOOD 
ROADS FOR ILLINOIS.” 


Important That Now Confronts the 
Farmers of This State and They Should 
Bestin Themselves— He Would Have 
Them Passable the Year Round—He 
Thinks That a Large Proportion of Con- 
victs Sheuld Be Set at This Work. 


Gov. Altgeld has written an article on 
“Good Roads for Illinois,” published in the 
a number of Good Roads. - It is as 
ollows: 


_ The question of good roads is one of the most 
important that now confront the farmers of Illi- 
nois, and it relates to a class of internal improve- 

ent that the State will have to take hold of with 
a resolate spirit. The time has come when a 
citizen of Illinois should be able to drive from 
one end of his State to the other with a team at 
all times of the year. We have astounded the 
world in the building of great cities, great rail- 
roads, great shops, and great factories; we have 
built up a splendid agriculture, and have pushed 
the development of our wonderful resources, 
and the atténtion as well as the energies of 
the people have been directed towards 
these ends; but we find that nothing 
as n done toward the making of 
highways that shall be passable the year round, 
consequently there are months in every year in 
which it 1s impossible for the farmer or the 
merchant to drive his team twenty-five miles 
with even half a load; in short, we have made no 
practical progress toward the improvement of 
our roads, Both the inconvenience and the actual 
loss resulting from this fall. mostly upon the 
farmer, though to some extent it is shared by the 
whole community. As a result of impassable 
roads the farmer is frequently prevented from 
taking his grain and other products to 
market at a time when they would bring 
the best prices, while at other times

the railroads, bei driven beyond their 
capacity by the glutted freight and store honses 
when the roads are good enough to permit of the 
pate and other products being brought to mar- 

et, are liable to be short of cars, and, having to 
do the whole business in a kind of irregular way. 
will keep the freight charges 7 to a higher point 
than would be necessary if the country roads 
were good enough to insure a more uniform sup- 
ply, and thus give tne railroads something like an 
even business, 


Less Expense to Railroads, 


With better wagon roads less rolling stock 
would then be required to fill the demands of the 
carrying trade, and, upon the whole. the rail- 
roads would be subject to less expense. Then 
again, attempting to team in the mud wears out 
not only the wagon and the harness but tends to 
exlaust and break down the horses; so that one 
day’s teaming in deep mud will sometimes cause 
more loss to a farmer in these respects than a whole 
month’s teaming on good roads. Again, the peo- 
ple in the cities and the villages are subject to in- 
convenieace, and sometimes to extra expense, 
because, owing to impassable roads, produce can- 
not be brought to market. In view of these con- 
siderations and for other excellent reasons which 
might bo multiplied to great length the time has 
come when a great and proud State like that 
lllinois, greater and grander than any of tba an 
cient empires of the earth, and one of the 
most powerfnl, and most wonderful States in the 
civilized world today, should have highways from 
one end of her borders to the other: which can be 
traveled with comfort every day of the year,

CORN AS FOOD NOT RIGHTLY PREPARED. 


A Correspondent Thinks the Methods of 


the Old Time the Best. 

Buckiey, IL, Jan. 15.—{Editor ;of The 
Tribune.]—The use of Indian corn in vogue 
among the Indians at the discovery of America is 
perhaps the nearest toa correct preparation of 
the material as a food; not that roasting and 
pounding perfectly prepared the corn, but that 
that preparation gives a hint tothe chemist and 
scientific cook which has hardly been taken ad- 
vantage of in the use of this staple production. 
Indian corn certainly has next to the first place 
as America’s great national product, if not the 
first place in importgnce;and yet no artidle is 
more unsatisfactorily manipulated in its true 
form. character, and purpose. 

As at present prepared as an article of diet it 
will probably not be found an improvement 
upon wheat. It will be the most palatable, if not 
the most wholesome, of any of the great food 
staples, while the variety of methods of prepar 
it brings it into universal use the worid over. 
reason for the introduction of wheat is the scien- 
tific methods which millers, chemists, and bakers 
have brought to bear uvon its preparation. 

The same cannot be said of indian corn. Proba- 
bly just as nutritious and wholesome as meats, if 
not even more so, corn is a corrective of the effects 
of meats upon the health, and with fruits would 
serve to furnish the American people a: food of a 
national character and value not equaled by any 
other part of the globe. Corn has an important 
position from its indigenous adaptation to all the 
climates, from tropic to frigid, and is the most 
easily produced jn an abundanee., 

Then why its seeming present neglect as a popu- 
lar articie of food? Acommission was sent abroad 
to introduce our present quite unsatisfactory 
methods, while there is a want of system and 
scientific preparation of corn as food among our’ 
own people. Why? 

It would seem that in a great many instances 
the most important improvements necessary for 
the welfare of the people are left to the hap- 
hazard ingenuity @nvention, or casual and fitful 
consideration of those wholly unfitted for the in- 
vestigation. In all matters pertaining to health 
the Nation should codperate with the State in a 
special commission whose duties should be to in- 
vestigate the nature and condition of the needs 
and the adaptation of material ta the supply of 
those wants. What is everybody's business is 
nobody's, and the arts of household economy 
once discovered from a dire necessity by our an- 
cestors are surely fading in the ugcertainty of 
traditional preservation. Indian cofn is largely 
relegated to a food for stock, or for the Southern 
plantation, or for the paste: of a fiery de- 
stroyer of the morals of the community rather 
than held up as the most important arti- 
cle of diet of the American people. 
Why? Want of scientific attention to its prepara- 
tion so as to be readily used in the hands of the 
stupid cook until those who are to eat it neglect 
it because of its * raw,’’ **course,”’ or “alkaline " 
taste and its generally harsh effect upon the di- 
gestive organs. 

If there is no wide field for its adoption as food 
then it may be left to the stock feeders and the 
distillers. But has it been shown that it is not 
capable of universal use? By no means. 

Common observation shows that mechanical 
methods of preparation alone are not enough to 
insure its general use. ause the simple process- 
es of American cooks are not such as to cheaply 
render it both palatable and wholesome, The 
knowledge of the chemist is necessary and it must 
be united with the miller in the preparation of 
the meal or with the cook in the preparation as 


As stated: the simple roasting and then pound- 
ing to acoarseor fine product as done by the 
aborigines is much nearer to a palatable food 
than grinding and then half cooking as uni- 
versally practiced in the more modern times. 

if ground coarsely and then roasted 
again it wili be found that the “raw” nature or 
uncooked taste of the product has been largely 
removed and that it then beeomes “soluble” in 
the manipulation of the cooks. I[t seems that 

ing is necessary to “break”’ the granules 
or decompose them that they dissolve in the cook-

“There are some relics of the early New England 
and New Amsterdam days ~~ ee in re 


te eorpens of the country, but fashionable, 
+ hote sand homes of .the country rarely prepare 


an edible food from Indian corn excepting at too 
great an expense.. How much of these old time 
methods can be recovered or would be found 
valuable in the association with other foods, 
as measured by vitiated or “ educated”’ tastes, 
is a question; but one worth all thecost of the 
labor of an attempted resurrection or restoration. 
The New England brown bread, as it was pro- 
duced fifty years ago, still lives in the half for- 
ten tastes of boyhood, though it is rarely to 
found even in New England at the present 
time. “Boston”? brown bread is a semblance of 
it, but only a semblance—not the reality by any 
means. In the brown bread of “ ye old times” 
the germ cells were opened, broken, a 
the bread was as much a soluble assim- 
ilated mass as any wheaten loaf. 
It would seem that some fermentative power, 
either before or in the cooking, and also some 
long time holding at high heat in the oven is uec- 
essary until the germ-celis burst. Some chemical 


BLAMED ON CHICAGO. = 


OPPOSITION TO DESIRED INTER- 
STATE LEGISLATION. 


Railroad Attorneys and Lobbyists Declare 
They Want to Be Fair, and Say the 
Board of Trade Is Responsible for Hos- 
tility to Measures Meant to Remedy 
Evils—Corgressmen Must Be Careful— 
Pooling Clause and a Substitute—Senate 
Committee to Discuss Silver. 


Wasurnetoy, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special. }— 
Does the Chicago Board of Trade want tiie 
inter-State law to fall to pieces? Can any 
trust be put in the promises of the railroads? 

These two questions have come home to the 
Congressmen who have been giving their 
time to the inter-State law with the honest 
purpose of making it of some value to the Gen- 
eral Government. There has never been such 
a tremendous influence as that which is now 
exerted to secure permissive pooling contracts, 
Many of the members of Congress have been 
led to believe that the provision suggested, 
while benefiting the roads, will not be harm- 
ful to the public. At least they think that in 
return for amendments which will meet the 
Counselman decision, the decision of Judge 
Gresham, the long and short hanal dictum 
of Justice Brewer, and various other flaws 
which the courts y ve found, they can afford 
to make the concession which the railroads 
ask. And the railroads have already shown 
that no legislation of the committee cerrect- 
ing any faults in the law unles® acc. mpanied 
by the pooling contruct provision will satisfy 
them. 

Last week Senator Cullom put through the 
Senate a short bill correcting the defect which 
the Counselman decision embodied. The idea 
was to get this done 80 that tne law would be 
bettered in the direction indicated by the 
courts, whether there was any genera! legisla- 
tion or not. The House Committee on Inter- 
State Commerce reported the bill, and Chair- 
man Wise got unanimous consent to call it 
up. Mr, Abner Taylor of Chicago promptiy 
objected and gave notice that it could not get 
through with his consent. 

Blame It on Chicago. 

Now the railroad attorneys who crowd the 
Capitol are disclaiming apy responsibility for 
**Ab’”’ Taylor’s objection. They say he made . 
itin the interest of tho Chicago Board of 
Trade and not on their account. From the 
same quarter a good dealis heard about the 
attitude of the Board of Trade in opposition 
to the law. Maybe it will be wise for the 
board to speak for itself instead of letting the 
railroads speak for it. 

But the broader question, whether any trust 
can be put in the promises of the rail 
relates to the whole amended bill, Some 
the Congressmen why iook into things for 
themselves think they have found some- 
thing wrong. The great object of the 
remedial legislation which the Inter-State 
Commission itself seeks is to give it power 
which will not be subject to setting by 
the courts. Otherwise their propositions 
only increase the chances of litigation. 
Now, however, it appears that the 7 yo 
the railroads have been grafting tends 
in that direction, and if their amendments 
are taken it will probably turn out that the 
cummission was a@ mere appendage to the 
higher courts, road which the ag- 

rieved shipper has to travel will be even 

onger then it now is. In House com- 
mittee this week these proposed inter-State 
amendments will come up. Unless members 
are on their guard they are likely to find them- 
legislation different from what 


under certam eonditions. This bill the com- 
mittee has placed on its list of measures for 
consideration Thureday. It is doubtful 
whether this bill is as good for the people as 
for the railroads. Some of the members of 
the com mittee do not think it is and there will 
be a minority report against 1. 
Text of the Pooling Clause, 


The exact text of the pooling clause as it 
stands in the House bill is as follows: 

Sec. 5. Except under the conditions hereinafter 
prescribed, it shall be unlawfu! for different and 
competing common carriers subject to pro- 
visions gf this act to enter into any contract, 
agreement, or arrangement for the division or 
apportionment, among themselves or with othe 
of the whole or any portion of their traffic or 
their gross or net earnings. And each day of the 


continuance of any such contract, agreement, or 
arrangement, except under the conditions herein- 
after prescri all be deemed a separate 
offense: provided, that under the following 
conditions it shall be lawful for such common 
carriers to enter into such contracts, agreements, 
or arrangements enforcible between tne parties 
ee is te say : sani ma be 
‘irat— such con agreemen or 
rangements shail be in writing and shall be filed 
with the commission appointed under the pro- 
vision of this act, 

Second—Sach ~ contracts, agreements, or ar- 
rangements shall become lawful only upon avd 
after approval by said commission, and shall 
remain lawful and _  enforcible between 
the parties thereto only during such time 
and so long as the said comm 
shall fail to withdraw their approval thereof and 
to notify the parties thereto of a day upon w 
the same shali cease to be lawful. And when the 
commission shall withdraw their approval of any 
such centract, agreement, or arrangement —_ 
shall su notify the parties thereto the same sh 
become aud be unlawful and cease to be en- 
forcible between the parties thereto on and 
after the day specified in such notice. . 

And Congress may at any time alter, amend, or 
repeal so much of this section as makes suth con- 
tracts, agreements, or arrangements lawful under 
the above conditions. 

Abner Taylor by his objection the other day 
having prevented the passage of the Senate 
bill which would cure the Counselman decis- 
ion, the House committee has decided to of- 
fer as a substitute for this bill one which will 
cover both the Counselman case and the case 
more lately decided by Judge Gresham. 


The Substitate, 


The substitute provides: 

That no pérsun shall be excused from attending 
and testifying, or from producing books, papers, 
tariffs, contracts, agreements, and documents 
before the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
or in obedience to the subpeoua cf the commis-

Method of Pay Changed Because it Is Said 
They Did Not Work Full Time, 


Street cleaning was temporarily interrupt- 
ed yesterday by a strike of cartmen, The la- 
borers were doing work in the down-town dis- 
trict and were in the employ of the Cooper 
company. Their , dissatisfaction was caused 
by an order from the Street Department 
changing the employers’ pay from $8 a day 
to 30 cents a trip. Mr. Cooper had 
been paying the cartmen $1.50 per day 
and in accordance with the new rule he an- 
nounced thereafter they would receive 15 
cents atrip. The men refused to take out 
their carts yesterday morning, and fora time 
work in the district east of Clark and south of 
River. was at a standstill. Street Superintend- 
ent Burke was informed of the difficulty and 
at once employed teams at 40 cents a 
trip to do . the work. The order 
changing the rate of pay was made 
Saturday: Mr. Burke said that the carts were 
not putting in a full day’s work, and he pro- 
posed to remedy that evil by making a trip 
rate. Mr. Cooper had- been receiving $3 a 
day for cart and driver and paying the man 
$1.50. His refusal to pay a flat rate under the 
new arrangement with tne city is said to have 
been the main cause of the strike. Another 
cause to which the difficulty is attrib- 
uted is the preference said to have 
been given to owners of teams 
over cartmen by the - street foreman. 
The teams are hired chiefly from private own- 
ers. Mr. Cooper «was all the carts in the 
city and the work with them is dependent on 
his men. Before nightfall yesterday Mr. 
Burke had succeeded in employing teams to 
replace the carts, and work on the streets will 
not be delayed.

Material for Improved Roads, 


Asto the material with which to build im- 

roved roads some difference of opinion exists. 
Some engineers claim that a good quality of clay 
can be found at no great depth all over the State. 
Assuming this to be true, this clay might be dug 
up at different points along the road where it is 
needed and burned right there into hard, irregu- 
lar fragrhents; that is, instead uf attempting to 
mold itinto bricks or regularly shaped blocks 
it could be so burned in small, irregularly shaped 
chunks as to become as hard as stune, and thus 
could be used to make a “macadamized” road. 
It is claimed for this system that clay thus burnt 
would make even a better road than stone, 
and that by reason of the small cost of 
hauling the road could made 
without great expense. Otber engineers advocate 
the making of macadamized roads out of crushed 
stone and claim that a roadbed wide enough to 
provide for the passage of four teams abreast 
could be built at a cost ranging from $2,500 to 
$3,000 a mile. They also urge that, inasmuch as 
the State owns large quarries, the State convicts, 
instead of being “hired out” ata fewcents a

WOMAN SUFFRAGE ASSOCIATION, 


It Begins Its Twenty-fifth Convention in 
Washington, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Jan. 16.—The first regular 
session of the twenty-fifth annual convention of 
the National American Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation was opened here this morning. 
There were about seventy-five members pres- 
ent; others are arriving by every train, and it 
is expected that the meeting will be one of the 
most successful in the history of the associa- 
tion.

Other 
Senators pot so pronounced in their views as 
Mr, Teller say that many who are not in favor 
of free coinage will not vote to repeal the 
Sherman act, as they look upon it as a safety- 
valve that oaght not to be tampered with, 
Immediately after the caucus Mr. Teller was 
in earnest Conversation with Democratic Sen- 
ators on the floor, and it is probable that he 
has laid his plans for a Vigorous resistance of 
any step that has for its end the repeal of the 
Sherman law. 

Silver was not, however, the only subject for 
discussion in the caucus, the Senators enter- 
ing pretty largely into general legislation now 
before thern. The Northwestern tnembers 
made a vigorous fivht for the admission, of the 
four Territories—New Mexico, Arizona, Okla- 
homa, and Utah—and it is claimed that the 
opposition hitierto manifested by Mr. Platt, 
Chairman of the Committee on ‘Territories, is 
weakening. It is probable that as the ont- 
growth of this caveus Mr. Carey will intro- 
duce an omnious bill.. Three of these Terri- 
tories would be surely and one (Oklahoma) 
probably Democratic. This matter will be 
urged at the caucus tomorrow night by the 
Senators from the Northwest. 

_ Am agreement was also reachel that a vote 
should be taken on the anti-option bill 
‘Wednesday, and in this the steering comnit- 
tee of the Democrats hasalso agreed. Favor- 

able action was taken in the direction of set- 
ting aside an early day for tne consideration 
of bills submitted to the. Inter-State Com- 
merce committee. The proposition to guar- 
antee the bonds of the Nicaragua Canal came 
up but was not discussed at any length. 


MONEY NEEDED BY THE TREASURY. 


It Is Asserted, However, That There Will 
Be No Deficit This Year, 
_Wasuinetoy, D. C., Jan. 16.—The sub- 
committee of the Ways and Means committee 
on the investigation of the condition of the 
Treasury expects to receive the latter part of 
this week a large amount of information from 
the Treasury experts showing the receipts and 
expenditures of the government. Jt can be 
said on good authority that the statement will 
- not ahow a deficit in the Treasury or the prob- 
ability of one during the present fiscal year, 
but a close analysis of it is expected to show 
that Secretary Foster at times had a hard task 
“making both ends meet,” and that his suc- 
cessor will be likely, unless relieved by legis- 
lation at this session raising additional reve- 
. mue, to have even a harder task, with peusions 
steadily increasing. 

Secretary Foster has informed members of 
Congress that there will be an available bal- 
ance in the Treasury July 1 of $20,000,000. 
This balance, however, includes nothing for 
the sinking fund, of ‘which the annual require- 
ments are $48,000,000. Democratic members 
of Congress expect to show that there have 

n times when a deficiency was only pre- 
vented by a policy of not paying anything to- 
day the payment of which could be put off 
until tomorrow. Not a- single new public 
building has. been provided for during this 
Congress, but there still remains over $14,000,- 
090 to be expended for public buildings 
and $11,000,000 against which there are ro 
outstanding contracts. ‘here are other mat- 
ters also in which the government revenues 
made it necessary for the Treasury to “go 
slow.”’ for fear that for the first time in many 
years the balance would be on the wrong side 
of the ledger. Added to this state of affairs 


is the heavy increase for pension payments, . 


whieh next year will be many millions 
greater (unless the grant of new pensions is 
diminished), more than enough to wipe out 
the $20,000,000 of expected surplus July 1. 

These things are giving the party about to 
come into power considerable concern, and 
in order that the new administration may go 
along smoothly it is considered highly desir- 
abie that the Treasury should have a good 
worki balance, say, $50,000,000 more. Sec- 
retary Foster will probably be examined on 
this point and on the best means of raising 
the money. 

On the result of their investigation will de- 
pend whether or not the Wavs and Means 
committee will recom mend legislation at this 
session. At present the plan suggested which 
is regarded as most expedient is the increase 
of*the whisky tax. This increase would raise

REPORT ON THE READING COMBINE. 


It Will Recommend Legislation te Keep 
Down Freight Rates. 
Wasnuineton, D. C., Jan. 16.—[Special.]— 
Messrs. Coombs and Patterson have practi- 
cally completod their report to the special 
committee on the investigation into the Read- 
mg anthrac.te coal combination. The re- 
port will assert that the aim of the combina- 
tion isto drive out independent coal opera- 
tors and to obtain a complete control of the 
anthracite coal industry, and that it is sought 
todo this by fixmg a high freight rate on 
coal so as to .make it profitable 
for individuals to turn in the product of their 
mines to the combination. The report will 
recoinmend the passage of the biil heretofore 
agreed upouw vy the Commerce committee 
which gives the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission power to keep down freight rates. 
It wae contemplated to recommend lJegisla- 
tion for the divorce of the transportation and 
coal producing industries, but the two gentile- 
men found it impracticable by constitutional 
-mneans to deal effectively with this matter, 
though of opinion that it is really the most 
efficacious remedy possible. 


PROCEEDINGS IN SENATE AND HOUSE, 


Amendments to the Anti-Option Bill 

Agreed To in the Senate. 

Wasurnctox, D. C., Jan. 16.—Three pre- 
pared speeches were read in the Senate today. 
The first was by Mr. Morrill (Rep., Vt.) 
against the McGarrahan bill; the second by 
Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kas.) in favor of a cousti- 
tutional amendment limitng the Presidentia! 
office to one term; and the third by Mr. Call 
(Dem., Fia.) in defense of the c_ nstitution- 
ality of the anti-option bill. 

After a quorum was procured asa result of 
a call of the Senate considerable progress was 
made on the anti-option bill, An amendment 
was agreed to fixing July 1, 1893, as the time 
when the bill is to go into effect. The resolu- 
tion offered Saturday by Mr. Wolcott (Rep., 
Colo.), instructing the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to inquire, as to the expenditures in 
and about the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal since the accounts of expenditures ren- 
dered two years ago, was agreed to. ‘the Mc- 
Garraghan biil went over without action. 

The joint -resolution introduced by Mr. 
Peffer (Pep., Kus.) limiting the Presidential 
office. to one term was taken up, and Mr. Pef- 
fer addressed the Senate in support of it. 
Mr. Peffer had not conciuded his speech at 2 
p.m. when the anti-option bill came up as 
the special order, and he gave notice that he 
would resume the argument tomorrow. Mr. 


Call (Dem., Fla.) read. an argument in favor 
of the bill. 

The question being on the amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Vilas (Dem., Wis.), intended to 
confine the penal provisions of the bill to 
purely suaniiellen transactions, a short argu- 
ment in favur of it was made by Mr. White 
(Vem., La.), and then the vote was taken. 
The amendment was rejected—yeas, 12; nays, 
33. Mr. Hill (Dem. N. ¥.) was paired with 
Mr. Irby (Dem., S. C.). Otherwise he would 
have voted for the ainendment, 

An amendment offered by Mr. Washbura 
(Rep., Minn.) to change the time for the act 
to take effect to July 1, 1893, was agreed to; 
also an amendment to Sec. 2 to the effect that 
the act shall notapply to any agreement to 

ay or deliver a part of the rodact of the 

and as compensation for work or labor done 
or to be done on the land. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Danid 
(Dem., Va.) to ee out Sec. 10 was defeat- 
ed—yeas, 13; nays, 3. : 

Mr. George moved to amend the bill by 
striking out all after the first three sections 
and inserting in lieu thereof the substitute 
proposed by him last July, omitting the first 
three sections. : 

No action was taken on Mr, George’s sub- 
stitute and the Senate adjourned. 

For almost an hour this morning the time 
of the House was consumed in the considera- 
tion of a resolution to which there was not the 
slightest opposition in any quarter and which 
was finally adopted without objection. It was 
one callmg upon the. executive departments 
for information as to the number and amount 
of war claims allowed or disallowed by such 
dey ariments. 

Then a motion to suspend the rules and 
pass.a billto settle the claims of Arkansas 
and other States under the swainp land grants 
failed to secure the necessary two-thirds vote 
and was defeated. For some time the Repub- 
licans filibustered against. the motion to sus- 
pend the rules and pass a joint resolution for 
a constitutional amendment for the election of 
United States Senators by popular vote, but 
in the end permitted it to be carried with- 
out a division, and the House adjourned.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE CAPITAL, 


Secretary Tracy’s Orders Concerning the 

Naval Review—Gherardi to Command, 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Jan. 16—[Special. ]—Secre- 
tary Tracy today signed the orders defining the 
status of the naval commanders and squadrons 
during the naval review. Rear Admiral Gherardi 
is directed to assume command of the joint 
forces, which are officially designated as the 
“Naval Review Fleet,” March J. On this date 
the North Atlantic and South Atlantic squadrons 
are to be temporarily discontinued and Acting 
Rear Admiral Walker and Rear Admiral Ben- 
ham, their respective commanders, will report to 
Admiral Gherardi for servige as division com- 
manders. At the expirati of the review Ad- 
mirai Gherardi is directed to haul down his flag 
and the two other Admirals to resume their pres- 
ent commands. 


Bids for Supplying Armor Plate Requested. 


Secretary Tracy invites bids for the $4,000,000 
worth of armor required to complete the new 
ships. Feb. 7 is fixed for opening bids, thus giv- 
ing the present administration an opportunity to 
award thigimportant contract. The bulk of the 
material will be required to be treated by the 
Harvey super-carbonization process. Turret 
armor must be from three to fifteen inches. bar- 
bette armor from eight to seventeen inches, belt 
armor from three to eighteen inches, sponson 
from two to four inches, and casemate armor 
four inches, 


Point in the Homestead Law Decided. 


A point of interest in its construction of the 
rights of heirs of homesteaders was decided today 
by the Supreme Court in the case of C'lizted Ber- 
nier et al. vs. Edward Bernier et al., coming here 
from the Michigan Supreme Court. One of the 
adult children perfected their. father’s home- 
stead entry and obtained a certificate of pategt 
for all the heirs under Sec, 2.291, R.S. Subse- 
quentiy a patent was obtained under 
Sec. 2,292 for the benefit solely of the 
minor children. The court holds that the 
latter section did not overrule the former 
section: that allthe children grown as well as 
young were entitled to an interest in the home- 
stead and that the provision with reference to 
minors applies only where there are no adult 
children. 


National League for Good Roads. 


A convention of delegates from all States of the 
Union of the National League for Promoting 
Good Roads will open tomorrow at Chamberlin’s 
Hotel. From 75 to 100 delegates are already in 
the city. Senator Manderson of Nebraska will 
preside and Dr. Chauncey B. Ripley of New York, 
the counsel of the league, will detail the ettorts 
that have been made to enlist public interest in 
this matter. 


To Suspend. Civil Service Laws. 


Mr. De Armond (Dem., Mo.) introduced in the 
House today a bill to suspend, during the first 
ear of each Presidential term, ali civil service 
ows, insofar as they restrict or interfere with the 
free exercise by the President or heads of depart- 
ments of the power to remove or appoint oflicers 
or employés of the government. 


To Allow Pooling by Railroads. 


The House Commerce committee today adopt- 
ed the report of the subcommittee on the bill to 
allow pooling by railroad companies when sanc- 
tioned by the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
Tne measure will probably be called up in the 
House and its passage urged some day this week. 


National Capital Briefs, 


Representative Lodge (Rep., Mass.) pre- 
sented a petition in the House today signed by 
10,000 citizens in favor of a law placing restric- 
tions upon immigration. 

Secretary J. W. Foster, ex-Minister Phelps, 
and Senator Morgan had a conference with Presi- 
dent Harrison at the White House this morning 
in regard to the Bering Sea case. 


The United States Supréme Court today aa- 
vanced the case of Pettibone et al, the striking 
Coeur d’Aiéne miners in Idaho, and assigned it 
for hearing Jan. 30. Feb. 6 rne court will take its 
usual February recess, reassembling March 4. 


Howard J. Schneider, who murdered his 
wife and her brother in a most sensational man- 
ner infront of their residence in a fashionable 
part of the city one Surday evening about a year 
ago, Wasin court this morning for examination 
as to his sanity. It is probable that at least a 
temporary stay of execution will be obtained. He 
was to have been executed Jan. 20. 


WISCONSIN’S RECEIPTS AND EXPENSES. 


The Report of the Secretary of State Filed 
at Madison. 

Maprson, Wis., Jan. 16.—[Special. ]|—The 
biennial report of the Secretary of State for 
1891-’92 has been completed and made public. 
The report gives the details of receipts and ex- 
-penditures of the State: 

Total receipts of the general fund for the two 
years, $2.844,047,41, against receipts from the same 
source of $2.575,220.40 during the years 1889-90. This 
gives an increase of nearly $700,000 in receipts to 
the general iund during the last two years 
over the previous two years. Tho disbursements 
out of this fund for the last two years aggregate 
$2.980,614.32. This is an increase of $220 453.77 
over the disbursements for the years 1889 and 1390, 
when the whole disbursements reached the sum 
of $2,760.167.15. The heaviest items that increased 
revenue for the last two years were amounts com- 
ing from the railroads and from counties for the 
maintenance of State hospitals, The receipts from 
railroads increased from $1,955,000 approximately 
in 1559-'90 to $2.360,000, and the receipts fron 
counties went up from $244.000 to $402,000. 
The school fund receipts in 1889-90 aggregated 
$474,670.48, and in 1891-’92, as shown by the current 
report, the ageregate was $555,640.76. The amount 
of productive school funds on hand on Sept. 0, 
Iss3, and the same date of 1890 was respectively 
$2,949, 889.24 and $2,768,398.58. On the same dates 
of 1891-'92 the amvunt of productive school funds 
was respectively $3.253,632.55 and $3,358.502.50. 
The school fund income rose from $1,544,769.72, in 
the first period to $1,649,858. 60.

U. 8. APPEAL OOURT REVERSES THE 
GATES PATENT DEOISION. 


Judge Bunn, in His Opinion, Says That It 
Is Difficult to Perceive on What Grounds 
the Judgment of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, Giving Fraser & Chalmers 
$30,000, Can Be Sustained—Decision in 
the Stout-Davidson Case Is Affirmed— 
The Record. . 


The United States Court of Appeals for the 
Seventh District convened yesterday. This is 
the first time that this court has had a session 
since Octeber last, Judges Gresbam, Bunn, 
and Woods constituted the sitting bench yes- 
terday. Two decisions were handed down, 
which were delivered by Judge Bunn, 
The first decision reversed a* de 
cree entered by the United States 
Cireuit Court for this district in the suit of 
Frazer & Chalmers against the Gates Iron 
works. The court below found that the de- 
fendants had infringed a patent for an ore 
mill belonging te the complainants. The 
damages were fixed by a master at $30,000. 
The Court of Appeals finds that the patent 
was not infrmged, and Judge Bunn, in Ris 
opinion, says thatit is difficult to perceive 
upon what grounds the judgment of the court 
below can be sustained. 

In the case of the admiralty suit of James, 
C. Stout against James Davidson for the re- 
tention of the proceeds of thesale of the 
steamer Carney the Court of Appeals affirmed 
the decision of the court below, which found 
in favor of Davidson. Stout claumed to be the 
owner of the vessel by reason of purchase and 
Davidson claimed ownership by reason of a 
mortgage which it was claimed had been exe- 
cuted before Stout made the purchase. The 
vessel was sold for seamen’s wages and the 
proceeds bid into court and claimed by both 
Stout and Davidson. 

** The only issue in the case is one of fact,”’ 
said the opmion. “The court finds that 
Davidson gave Stout notice of his mortgage, 
and consequently upholds the lower court.’ 


Judge Tuley on Changes of Venue. 
Warren Springer’s case against the West Side 
Street railway and the West Side Tunnel compa- 
nies came up before Judge Tuley yesterday ona 
motion for a change of venue. The petiuoner 
who swore that the court was prejudiced against 
him was W. F. Furbeck, President of the Tunnel 
company. After the motion had been argued the 
ter was settled by the court's dismissing the 
i netion as to the petitioner. In his remarks 
the court said: “Of late litigants seem to be 
lheve that the favorable outcome of a case de 
pends not on its merits but on the Judge before 
whom they succeed in taking the case. Such 
pract:c2s used to be unheard of in Cook County.” 
I'he court also intimated that unless the attor 
neys azreed to take the case before some Judge 
he wouuid try it himself, aflidavits of prejudice to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


Fadner Wants $100 .000. 

A few years ago the Northern Pacific and the 
Wisconsin Central railroads built a track across 
che corner of a fifteen-acre tract of land on the 
Desplaines River. At that time, the tract was 
covered with scrub oaks and was a desolate bit of 
wilderness.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


The recent big city losses were the topic of 
chief interest among local underwriters yesterday. 
That of the Neufeld & Grollman Manufacturing 
Building on Throop arid Fifteenth streets was the 
one around which the chief interest centered. 
Many of the agents took warning of the two pre- 
vious fires sustained by this building and had re- 
fused to write it. These were accordingly jubilant 
at the escape they had had and the vindication of 
their judgment in keeping off this risk. The two 
previous firesin the Neufeld Building occurred 
in 1891; the second of them, which was by far the 
most disastrous, took place Dec. 8 Justafter the 
first fire the risk was improved by a sprinkler 
equipment. This seems to have been of little 
avail. however, for the loss in the second fire was 
over 30 per cent. The effect of these two fires was 
to give the Neufeld building an unenviable repu- 
tation among the underwriters, say the insurance 
agents, and many companies have since declined 
the risk. The effect of the last fire, which oc- 
curred yesterday, will be to increase the prejudice 
against the building, and the agents generally 
say that insurance for the building at anytuing but 
very advanced rates will be exceedingly difficult 
to obtain in future. The failure of the sprinklers 
to actin the previous fire of Dec. 8, 1°91, was be- 
cause of the way the contents of the building 
were piled. A stock of moldings for picture. 
frames was so situated that they acted as an um- 
brella, preventing the sprinklers from drenching 
the flames underneath them. ‘ The present dam- 
age isnot tobe regarced as asecond failure of 
the sprinkler system,’’ said Inspector Robinson 
of the Local Underwriters’ Association yesterday, 
“ The system as now putin has never been ac- 
cepted by the Board of Underwriters. The equip- 
ment was considerably deranged by the previvus 
fire, and the defects found on inspection 
have not since been remedied. There were several 
serious defects. The water pressure was not ad- 
equate in the sprinkler pipes, and the intermedi 
ate floors or ‘decks’ in the building were not 
equipped. Then, besides, the most serious defect 
of all was the manner in which the stock was 
piled. This was not at all as prescribed by our 
rules, which provide that goods stored in a build- 
ing shall be so placed that they will be wetted on 
all sides should the sprinklers be set in operation.” 


Underground insurance again crops out in 
connection with the Neufeld and Grollman fire of 
Sunday. The insurance carried by Grollman is 
irreproachabie, but that of Neufeld, with the ex- 
ception of two or three first-class companies, 
shows a fine collection of wildcats. Following is 
thea list of insurance on the picture frames and 
mouldings of Neufeld & Co.:

Mirwauker, Wis., Jan. 16.—[Special.]—A 
committee of Milwaukee insurance agents left 
for Chicago today to again consult Chicago 
manag-re with reference to the establishment 
here by the Western Insurance Union of a com- 
pact office, which is strongly opposed by the local 
insurance men. Despite the opposition of the 
Milwaukee insurance men, which manifested it- 
self last week with threats of an insurance rate 
war, the compact ollice has bee . opened 
here. The aclowing official notice, 
signed by nn rant as inspector, 
was received today by Milwaukee agents: 
“Please take notice that the ‘inspector's 
office of the associated companies is located for 
the time being in Rooms 1103 and 1204 1n the Pabst 
Building in this city. As the official basiness of 
this oftice begins Monday, Jan. 16, you are invited 
to call at the inspector’s office, where I shall be 
pleased to make your acquaintance and confer 
with you upon all matters pertaining tv our mnu- 
tual relations. It ie the intention of the com- 
panies to have all daily reports, indorsements, 
canceled policies, and accounts current pass 
through this office for approval. Existing rates 
in the city of Milwaukee will be recognized 
as in force and binding by the inspection office 
until changed by the inspector. of which agents 
will have due notice.” Mr. Brant’s office 1s on 
the cleventh fluor of the Pabst Building and the 
elevator was not running today, which may ac- 
count for the fact that no agents cailedon him. 
Some agents of companies in the Westefn Union 
announced that they shuuid have nothing to do 
with the compact office until they heard from 
company headquarters directly, and said they 
had received no official notice whatever, 
except the circular given above. of the fact 
that they would be required hereafter to send 
all of their business through Mr. Brant’s office. 
According to the announcements of the Chicago 
managers, the rule limiting commissions to 15 per 
cent went into effect today. There have been no 
withdrawals from the local board, and what the 
union companies propose to do with reference to 
that organization remains to be seen. If the 
board is broken up, ora fight ‘precipitated be- 
tween the union and non-union companies, the 
men behind the compact office will: have a lively 
row on their hands. About sixty non-union com- 
panies do business in this city. and the 
agency reports show that more than half of 
all the premiums collected in Milwaukee go to 
these companies. The city annually pays in pre- 
miums between $700,000 and $800,000, and in 1891 
the three local companies, not one of which is in 
the union, took in nearly $150,000 of that amount. 
while in 1892 they got a still larger proportion of 
the business. It is said the local companies un- 
der no circumstances will submit to the compact, 
no matter what sort of an arrangement may 
arrived at. They probably will stand a raise in 
the rates under the jurisdiction of the present 
Board of Underwriters with the assurance of a 
continuance of their authority in this district. 
If the compact is to be located here permanently 
it will precipitate the fight immediately. 


Str. Paut, Minn., Jan. 16.—[ Special. |—The 
Sextennial League, an assessment life concern, 
with a membership in this city, has been brought 
to the attention of the Insurance Commissioner 
and some uf its workings have been explained, 
with the result that he has written a letter treat- 
ing on its method of doing business. He de- 
nounces the association as a fraud and says the 
Attorney-General of the State is looking up the 
law, andif it is found the Commissioner has 
power he will suppress the company. Recent de- 
cisions of the Sapreme Court make his jurisdic- 
tion in the matter doubtful, and for that reason 
he hesitates before taking any decisive step.
